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PREFACE 

The late Professor Do^rsoni rightly described the Madt]i%r-'ul-TJniara 
as ‘the Peerage of the Mughal Empire’, and remarked ‘It consists of a 
Biographical Dictionary of the illustrious men who have flourished m 
Hindustan and the Dakhin under the house of Timur from Ak bar t o 
1 155 A H ’ He described it as the work of Shah Nawaz Khan Samsam-ud- 
DauIa,Tnd referred to its two manuscript editions The first was pre- 
pared by the author, and later restored with a few editions by Mir Ghulam 
‘Ali Azad , it consisted of 261 biographies mcluding the hfe of the author 
by the editor The second edition was the work of the son of ‘ Samsamu-d 
daula, named ’Abdu-1 Hai Elian’ who ‘completed the work m its present 
form The biographies m the second edition are 731 2 m number 

giving an mcrease of 569 hves not contamed m the former edition They 
are very ably written, and are full of important historical detail, and as 
they mclude the hves of aU the most emment men who flourished m 
the tunes of the Mughal Emperors of the House of Timur down to 
1194 A H (1780 A D ), the Ma-dsiru-I umard must always hold its place 
as one of the most valuable books of reference for the student of Indian 
History’ 

From this brief but very succmct description of the genesis of the 
Madi]i\r-ul-Umard, it is clear that the work was planned and executed 
by the author whose full name was Mir ‘Abd-ur-Eazzaq, Nawwab 
§am?am-ud-Daula Shah Nawaz ^an ^awafi Aurangabadi It was 
during the period of this forced retirement of six years foUowmg the 
defeat of his patron Nasir Jang m the battle of Burhanpur on 3rd August, 
1741, and tiU he was reappomted governor of Berar m 1747, that he 
devoted himself to the compilation of the work 3 In the hfe of the 
author by IMir Gbulam ‘ AlT Azad the period of his retirement is incorrectly 
given as five years^ After Samsam-ud-Daiila’s reinstatement m office, 
the work was apparentlv forgotten, but m reply to a remark s of his son 
Abdu l Haw, he suggested that the latter should complete it After 
Samsani-ud-Daula’s arrest on 5th April, 1758, his house was plundered, 
and the manuscript of MadtJiir-uJ-Umard together with aU his hbrary 
was lost It was recovered in an incomplete form a year later, and some 
twelve years after its composition (i e , m 1759), it was rearranged and 
completed by the author’s close friend and associate lUir Gh ulam ‘A li 
Azad® ^ this constituted the so-called first edition ‘Abdul Hayy, who

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had fortunately escaped death, and vho later received his fathers title 
and a high rank, started the preparation of additional biographies in 
1182 A H (1768-69 AD), and completed the second edition in 1194 A H 
(1780 AD )i, it vras this edition which formed the basis of the three 
volumes of the Text-edition published by the Asiatic Society ofBengal cHir- 
ing 1887-96 (for details iide infra) On the title pages of the three 
parts of the Enghsh translation of the work published up to 1914, Jlr H 
Bevendge gives ‘!Mawab Samsamu-d-daula Shah Xawaz gian and his son 
Abdul Haqq’ as the names of the authors Tins mistake is repented 
by Beni Prasad ^ jn his short but valuable notice of the work and bv 
Axberry 3 There is no reference to any son of the name of ‘Abdul Haqq I'n 
the autobiographical accounts of Samsnm-iid-Daula in the JTadtJiir nor is 
any such person mentioned as the joint author of work m the fairly detailed 
biographies and descnptions of Madthr by Gbulam All .^zad and 'Abdul 
Haj^' The mistake is apparently due to Bevendge reading the name 
‘Abdul Hayy as ‘Abdul Haqq A similar mistake m reference to the 
.authorship of the work was made by Stewart * who stated ‘Tins book 
was compiled by Abd al Ben Abd al Rczak Shah Xuaz Khan, and 
^fimshed by his son Sunisam al Don la, A D 1779' 

The pubhcation of the Text-edition bv the Asiatic Societ \ of Bengal 
was started under the editorship of Maulvi Abdiir Rahim in 1887 and the 
work was completed by iMaulvi ^Iirza Ashraf Ali m three vohmies in 
1896 Details of the dates of pubhcation, etc , of the various parts are

In July, 1906, 3Ir H Bevendge — to nhom and his talented nife 
Mrs Annette Susanna Bevendge the students of Indian History mil 
always remain indebted for their masterly translations of Akharndma, 
Tnzul i-Jahanglrl, EumayunSdmn of Gulbadan Btgam and the Buhnr- 
Xdma — offered to prepare for the Asiatic Socictj of Bengal for pubhcation 
111 the Bibliotheca Jndica senes an Enghsh translation of the Maathir-ul- 
Uviard The Council of the Societj* m its meeting of Kovember, 1908, 
agreed to its pubhcation and GOO pages of tlic work compnsing F ascicle s 
1-2, 3-4, and 5-G, of 200 pages each, were issued in 191 1, 1913 nn<ri914 
In the traaslation the author followed the alphabetical arrangement for 
the biographies, but natiiralU the sequence of the larioiis notices is quite 
different from that in the three volumes of the Text -edition Tlu printi d 
part consists of the introduction— including the remarks in reft n net to 
the two editions and the life of the author— and 219 biograplms ninth

arrangement is rather faulty and a number of biographies, which should 
have been dealt with amder these letters, have been left out The 
arrangement in regard to the vanous biographies is somewhat arbitrary, 
and as the author did not give the volume or page numbers for the 
biographies translated, it is not easy to find out the ones which have 
still to be dealt with In the table of cont-ents, I have supphed this 
deficiency by giving the numbers of the volume and the pages on which 
the accounts are to be found in the Tevt-edition 

The part noiv prmted, and which vnth the first six fascicles wdl form 
Volume I of the translation, consists of the remamder of the account of 
Haidar Qiill Khan HSTo 223), and iSTos 224-254 of the letter H, Hos 255-295 
of the letter I, Nos 296-324 of the letter J, Nos 325-358 of the letter K 
and Nos 359-365 of the letter L, in all 142 biographies In this part an 
attempt has been made to revise and complete the translations, to mdicate 
as far as possible the sources from which the accounts were taken, and to 
siipplv references to recent hterature m the foot-notes The references 
to prmted texts are mamli to editions published m the Bibliotheca Indica 
series, and the same apphes to the translations so far as these have been 
published This, owing to the absence of or the very defective mdices 
available, has involved a great deal of readmg, and it is likely that 
references mav have been missed in several cases It has not been 
possible to check all historical data, but names of various places 
have been corrected with reference to the modem spellmgs m 
the Imperial Gazetteer so far as possible The conversion of the. 
Hi]ri dates as given m the Text-edition mto dates accordmg to the New 
Stvle of the Christian Era has been effected with the help of WQstenfeld- 
Mahler’s Vergleichnngs-TahelJen (Leipzig, 1926) The standard scheme 
for transhteration recently adopted by the Society has been followed 
with shght modifications To reduce the cost of pubhcation the format 
and type for the new part were changed from the more expensive form 
used m the earher fascicles to that used for the Journal of the Society 
For facditating reference the volume and page numbers of the biographies 
dealt with m this part are given under the names of the nobles as also 
m the Contents Tlie names of the nobles dealt with are also prmted as 
page-headmgs over the accounts 

I am fuUv conscious of the shortcomings m the work as now issued, 
but these are natural when one is editing a posthumous work from an 
imperfect manuscript An entirely new version would probably have 
resulted m a better translation, but this was not possible, as the only 
consideration which weighed with me m agreeing to complete the work 
was to preserve the work of j\Ir Beveridge The translation of a text of 
some 2,700 pages must have been a stupendous undertaking and entailed 
no end of hard work for the author m his advanced age — ^Slr Beveridge 
was 92 vears of age when he died on 8th November, 1929, and the work 
was begun by him when he was well over seventy While craving the 
mdulgence of my readers for the imperfections m the translation, format, 
etc , I hope that this great monument of the scholarship, mdustry and 
devotion of the late Mr Henry Bevendge will prove useful to students of 
Lidiau History particularly for the Mughal Period 

I am giatefid to my colleague Dr B S Guha, the General Secretary 
of the Society for facihties provided m connection with this work My 
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the property ^ and the superintendence of other aUied sections 

was assigned to him After reaching that province {Suba), as he was 
Tery harsh-tempered, he could not pull on with Nizam-ul-Mulk Asaf Jah, 
the Viceroy of that province He, therefore, hastened back to the Capital, 
and was exalted by being appointed as the Divan of Aimadabad, the 
revenue officer of the port of Surat and the deputy governor of Gujarat ^ — 
this office m those days formed part of the assignment of Khan Dauran 
And having efficiently performed his duties there, he showed a material 
increase m the realizations from the port dues and m the ^dl§a revenues, 
which had been assigned to his charge And through his bravery he 
defeated Safdar Khan '£hanl who had a much larger force with him 
But he was not popular with the pubhc owing to his harsh temperament, 
and the fief-holders of the provmce all complamed against him, this 
resulted m the displeasure of Qutb-ul-Mulk In the reign of Sultan 
Raff -ud-Darajat, on his transfer from Gujarat he returned to Akbarabad, 
and after a time attached himself closely to Sai5nd ‘Izzat Khan Barah, 
and with his approval made an alliance with Raja Ratan Chand Through 
the mtermediation of Husam ‘AJi KhSn havmg been restored to favour 
with Qutb-ul-MuLk, he became a close associate of both the brothers 
And when m the reign of Sultan Rafi'-ud-Daula, Husam ‘All Khan 
turned towards Akbarabad for dealing with the disturbance s caused by 
Neku-siyar, son of Sultan Muhammad Akbar, son of Aurangzib, he 
(Mu‘izz-ud-Daula) was honoured by the grant of the title of Bahadur, 
and sent with the vanguard to clear the route, and was appomted to 
lead m the siege of the fort of Akbarabad In the first year of the reign 
(1719 A D ) of Firdaus Ardmgdh (Muhammad Shah) he * was sent with a 
large army to chastise Girdhar Bahadur, who smce the death of Raja 
Chabila Ram Nagar had raised the head of rebelhon m the Suba of 
Allahabad And when through the mtermediation of Raja Ratan 
Chand this affair was peacefully settled, he returned to the royal Presence, 
and m the same year was exalted to the post of Mir Atieh (Commander of 
the artillery), which had fallen vacant owing to the death of Saiyid 
Khan Jahan Barah After Husam ‘All Khan was kiUed and when Saiyid 
‘Izzat Khan Barah and other associates of the above-mentioned Khan 
turned towards the royal residence, he (Mu‘ izz-ud-Daula) with all available 
infantry and cavalry served the royal cause with great courage and 
bravery As a result his rank was advanced to 6,000, with 6,000 
horse, and he beat the drum of triumph on being granted the title of

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Na?ir Jangi In the battles, 'n-hich took place with Qutb-ul-MnIk on 
behalf of Sultan Ibrahim, son of Sultan RafT -uSh-Shan, he was appointed 
to the vanguard, and performed most valuable services through his 
artillery, and later with the sword he put to test the bravery "of his 
opponents Qutb-ul-Mulk Bahadur, who had received a wound s on the 
hand, was earned by hmi on an elephant to the presence of the King 
As a reward for these valuable services his rank was raised to 7,000, 
with 7,000 horse, and he was granted the title of Mu‘izz-ud-Daula 
In the year 1133 A H (1720-21 AV ), the governorship of Gujarat and 
the revenue accountancy of the port of Surat was transferred from 
Qamr-ud-Din ^an to him m addition to his office of the Ulir Atish 
And m the next year, when Nizam-ul-Mulk Asaf Jah was summoned 
from the Deccan and adorned with the robes of the premiership after 
the death of Muhammad Amin Khan Bahadur I‘trmad-ud-Daula, he, who 
was well known for his eloquence and bravery, began to mterfere m 
admnnstrative and financial affairs The Premier did not approve of it, 
and as he was favoured by the King, the latter prohibited him (from such 
mterference) He was greatly annoyed and left for Ahmadabad, where 
he took possession of the revenues of the Ehalsa properties and the assess- 
ments of the fief-holders Consequently his fief m the neighbourhood of 
the Capital was confiscated On hearing this news he wrote to the 
officials at the Court, that as my fief has been confiscated, I can no 
longer remain m service or allegiance The governorship of that area 
was consequently transferred to Kizam-ul-Mulk Asaf Jah Bahadur, and 
the latter started to take up his office On receipt of this news and as 
the latter had collected a large army, he hastened to present himself at the 
Court, and on reaching it about two stages fimm Shahjahanabad was 
appomted to recover the provmce of Ajmer, which had meanwhile been 
occupied by Ajit Smgb ^d later when Garh Pa till ^ was also conquered, 
he returned to the Court In the year 1137 A H (1 724-25 A D )he was one 
night sleepmg with his wife m the cold chamber Utana) when it 

caught fire, and he was burnt He was capable of domg great deeds, and 
his great achievements had enhanced his reputation for bravery, but 
his temper was not devoid of harshness and conceit It is stated that 
he used to take his food very hot, so much so that on his table they

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and rank of an Amir His wife, &adi]a Begam, was greatly honoured and 
respected as the sister of Xur Jahan Begam She hved to the end of 
Shah Jahan s reign, and by the mflueme of Yainin-nd-Danla ( Asaf Khan), 
her elder brother she suffered no diminution in the consideration paid to 
her She M'as_eontmuallv gratified by ro\al favours, and m the 24th 
year FinJaus Ashiydiil (Shah Jahan) presented her with Es 30,000 As 
Haknu Beg uas a ilogli^d not devoid of culture and talent, ho desired to 
lead an uidcpendent life in conditions of ease and comfort Jannat 
JdalHiu (Jahangir) m consideration of his relationship excused him from 
personal attendance, and emploi'cd him chiefly on external affairs For 
a time he was the governor of JIathura, but later was removed from this 
post The cause of this was that a sanyasT named Achad Bup Asram, 
uho was an ascetic and a monotheist, and who had dug a cave for his 
dwellmg 111 a ridge (pushta) situated in the neighbourhood of Ujjam, 
and m a corner of the desert removed from human habitation The 
mouth of the cave measured 54 girth ^ long and 34 broad He entered 
by extendmg forwards his arms, and then mserted his head After that 
he drew his body muards like a snake He came out m the same 
way, to the surprise of the spectators He had neither a mat nor any 
straw that he might spread below him when the wmd was cold, nor had 
he a fire m wmter, or any breeze (bad) m hot weather He had half-a- 
cubit of cotton cloth with which he covered his body m front and behmd. 
Every day he went out twice to the river to bathe, and earned m his 
hand a copper vessel with which to drink water He frequented in 
TJ]]am seven Brahman ( 1 Hin du) houses where there were women and 
children, and where beggary and contentment were respected, and once 
a day he came without warning to three of these seven households and 
stood like a beggar They put mto the palm of his hand five mouthfuls 
of the food which they had prepared for themselves These he swallowed 
without tastmg, on condition that there was not m the house any 
menstruous woman, or feast, or calamity or birth The Hmdus call the 
mamtamer of such a position {maqdm) Sarb vdsl,- i e , abandonee of

the city of Ujjam, he went to visit this ascetic Though the laUer was 
not greatly inchned to human aociety, he had long conversations with 
Jaha^ He was well versed in the philosophy of the l^edanta 
By lus understandong and lofty comprehension he harmonised the 
technical terms of the Sufism of Muhammadans with his own views 
and discoursed on them Jahan^ came to have full faith m hmi 
After some time he moved from Ujjam to Mathura, which is one of the 
centres of worship for the Hindus, and on the banks of the Jumna 
worshipped Gtod after his own fashion When i m the 14th year Jahangir 
paid his first visit (as Emperor) to Kashmir he agam visited him, and had 
a long private mterview rath hi m His words made a great impression 
on the Emperor’s nund He was successful m every request that he 
made for the people Eor instance ^an A‘zam Koka was much vexed 
at the long imprisonment of Sultan Khusrau. and m spite of rehgious 
bigotry he paid a sohtary visit ® to the ascetic and made an urgent 
request to h i m to mterc^e for the hberation of Khusrau He spoke 
convmcing words to the Emperor and induced him to be gracious He 
forgave the Prmce’s offences, and ordered that he should be admitted to 
pay his respects So difficult a matter became easy through the repre- 
sentation of this dismterested man Inasmuch as the King had trust m 
him, many people flocked to see him 

Though he had no deahngs with anyone, and hved tranquilly 
without ]oy or sorrow, yet Hakim Beg either moved by zeal for the 
Muhammadan faith or thinkmg that the resort of the people to the 
ascetic mjured his power, one day had that helpless man severely scourged 
The Emperor on hearing this was very angry Though no one had so 
much influence over him as the Begam (Nur Jahan), yet he dismissed 
bim from hiB presence, and deprived him of his office, his rank, and his 
jdglr TTn.lnm Beg hved after this as a pnvate mdividual m Agra, and 
near the Na^^ds (cattle-market) made a garden which for beauty was 
the envy of the rose-garden of Kashmir There he died His son, 
MTrzJ?. Nur-ud-Dahr, also did not care for royal service, but hved on the 
wealth of his mother and maternal uncles, and spent his days m perfect 
comfort

became famous for his knowledge of hterature and poetry Though he 
was not deeply skilled m medicme, he gamed a name by his skill and 
was reputed m Jahangir’s time for his judgment and rehabihty ^ When 
the throne acquured new lustre by the accession of Ftrdaus Ashiydm

he attamed to the rank of 3,000, and then for cortam reasons ho lost his 
office and hved m retirement m Akbarabad, but received a fixed pay of 
Rs 20,000 a year, which m the 18th year was mcreased to Rs 40^00 
In the 31st year, 1068, ho died Tho author 2 of the Mtrdt-uV Alam 
says he died m 1080 (1669-70 AD) 

The Hakim was very hot-tempered and very haughty and pompous 
He was very conceited, and had mistaken ideas about himself The

a persona grata, his rank was gradually increased When he received

ud-Din with hun They say, that when on the march news came that 
Muljiammad ‘Azun had come to Agra from the Eastern Prormces, 
Muhammad A'zam Shah said “A great enl {Bald-i-azlm) has reached 
Agra”, and that the ^an Bahadur rephed “It will be removed by the 
blessing of the Great Name” (Ism A‘zam, also punnmg on the name) 
On the day of battle after much contest signs of defeat manifested 
themselves When Chulfaqar Khan had retired from the battlefield, 
Hamld-ud-Din also withdrew He also at that time was wounded by an 
arrow He afterwards came from Gwahyar, and his cheek resumed its 
pristme hue when he was graciously received by Bahadur Shah He 
received a gilded staff and was made 1st Ifrr Txizuh and Supermtendent

arms and was emment among his brothers for his noble quahties He with 
his approval always accompaiued his father In the end of Shah Jahan’s 
reign, when Prmce Shuja' behaved m an unseemly manner, Dahvardi

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the Deccan, Hasan ‘All Khan -was appointed to accompany Pnnce 
Muhammad A‘zam for the siege of Bijapur As every day there was 
constant fighting m the batteries with exchanges of positions, and 
scarcity and dearness of provisions pressed heavily on the camp, an order 
was sent, m the 29th year, to the Prmce, that as things were m this 
condition he should raise the siege and ]om the imperial army which was 
then at Sh5lapur The Prmce took council i with the leading officers of 
experience He first took the opmion of Hasan ‘Ali, observing to him “ The 
transacting of the affairs of the campaign rests upon the concord of the 
officers An urgent order has come from the Court to the above effect 
Your opmion m matters of peace or war, of rapid action or of endurance 
is valuable, as you have seen and heard and hved through many such 
scenes of stress and difficulty What do you t hink m this affair”?

He was the son of Mnltafat Sifin who was called A'zam ^an ‘Alamgiri 
In the 27th year of Shah Jahan’s reign, he was appointed, in succession 
to his uncle Muftkir Hban Hian Zaman, Daroghfl of the Deccan artillery 
His rank was 900 with 400 horse At the end of the reign his rank was 

1.000 with 600 horse When the victorious banners of Aurangzib, the 
Viceroy of the Deccan, proceeded towards Agra and reached Burhanpur, 
Hoshdar’s rank was raised to 1,600 with 700 horse, and he was granted 
the title of Khan. In all the conflicts he was attached to Aurangzib ’s 
stirrups WTicn his father i died on the day of the battle with Data

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Qutb-iil-Miilk -was the Prune IMiruster of Muhammad Farrukb-siyar 
and Samd Husam ‘All "was the Amir-ul-Umara They belonged- to 
the great family of the Saijnds of Barah,i and were of the noblest 
rank m India The two brothers were the Farqadmn (the two Calves) 
stars of the heaven of Saiyidship, and the tivm hghts of the sphere of 
Amirship They were adorned ivith many sublime virtues and charming 
quahties, especially courage and generosity, m both of which they were 
pre-emment Prom the beginning of their rise to its culmmation they 
led ideal hves and had a good reputation By watering India with

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When he reached Malwa, Haja Jai Si n gh Siwa’i, the governor, retired, 
so that there should not be an intemew The AmiT'ul-Uinara iTrote 
to the King, “If this movement is m accordance with an intimation 
(from you), let it be ordered that I return from this place Otherwise 
Da’iid Rian iviU behave in the same way to-morrow” In the begummg 
of the reign the Saiyids had been the means of saving the life of Da’ud

rascals made such a hot attack that Dfiulfaqar Beg, who had rasUy 
advanced too far, was killed with a number of others, while the rest of the 
army fled Though Saif-ud-Din ® ‘Ali ^an and Raja Muhkam Smgh

He several times repeated m a loud voice that he had left the Emperor ^ 
service Afterwards, when through the mtervention of Qiifb-ul-iMu Ik there 
were some negotiations and some conchtions and promises were laid 
down, he, on 5th Rabi‘ El, waited upon the Emperor, and oniuneratcd lu-' 
gnevances He was received with favour and allowed to depart Again 
on the 8th he moimted (his horse or elephant) with the intimation that 
he mtended to make over the fictitious prmce, and entered tlie liousc of 
Shayista Rian, which had been given to him by the Emperor Qutb ul 
Mulk and the ^Maharaja (Ajlt Smgh) hastened to arrange about the 
fort and allowed no one to enter it As the lettmg slip ^ of an opportumt; 
may be mterpreted as bad planning and as the shiittmg of one’s ejes to 
such a chance would be biddmg farewell to life and honour, they arranged 
a great coup, and entered upon a great enterprise, ns has been cpccialh 
described m the biography of Qutb-iil-Mulk (Text, HI, pp 135, 130) 
Two months had not elapsed when Xeku-su ar,^ the son of Huhamninrl 
Akbar — ^nho was imprisoned m the Agra fort — with the concurrence of 
the attendants there raised the standard of opposition Amlr-ul-Uniant 
came on the ivings of swiftness and besieged the fort for three niontln 
and some days, and bi' the contmanco of the officers of the gnnnis 
[Ahshdm)'^ got possession’ of the fort and seized the properfi tlun 
\Mien Qutb-ul-MuIk had an mtcrview at Fathpiirvith Riija Jai bin^h 
Siwa’i — who had come from Amber to offer opposition — tlio Amir ul- 
Umara also went there After tho Ruja had made peace between tin 
brothers, there arose disputes about the goods in Agra (fort), and angrv

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offended at Husam 'Ali Man having deprived him of his jaglr, had, 
out of respect for the Saiyids, given shelter m the fort of Aurangabad 
to the Amir-ul-Umara’s family and possessions, before the arrival of 
Nizam-ul-Mulk, and so ivas protecting them agamst enemies This 
news restored m some measure the Amir-ul-Umara’s composure After 
much consultation and reflection he took the King with him and proceeded 
from Agra towards the south on 9th Chul Qa'da, 1132 {12th September, 
1720) with 60,000 horse Besides this, he also sent money everywhere 
to collect troops 

Grood God 1 Those two brothers, and especially the Amir-ul-Umara, 
possessed generosity, kindness, gentleness, and innate goodness They 
were never unjust or tyrannous to a smgle soul, and yet the Turner of 
hearts (God) had so disposed the mmds of men, that the Saiyids’ own 
prot6g6s, though they knew that their rum mvolved their own destruc- 
tion, used to say among themselves “ 0 God 1 may this boat sink 1 ” 
What then shall we say of the feelings of strangers ? As I'tunM-ud-Daula 
Muhammad Amin Khan Chin Bahadur suspected,^ that on account of 
his near relationship with Nizam-ul-Mulk, they would not m the end 
stay their hands from him, he, in spite of the oaths and promises of the 
Amir-ul-Umara, meditated rebelhon He stirred up Mir Haidar® 
Kash^ari — ^who belonged to the Turkish tribe of the Dughlats, and whose 
great grandfather, Mir Haidar, was the author of the TdriMi-i-Jiashidi, ® 
and had been always associated with Babur and Humayun and for a 
time had been the niler of Kashmir and the members ^ of whose family 
had the title of Mir on account of their bemg hereditary sword-bearers 
{Mir-%-8hamsher) — to be on the watch for an opportumty of cutting the 
thread of the hfe of the Amir-ul-Umara, by fraud and gmle 

They say, that except for the Emperor’s mother, the ^adr-un-Nisa 
(Supermtendent of the harem), and Sa'adat Man Nishapuri — ^who had 
come to the Court, from the/awyddn of Hmdun-Biyana and had been made 
partaker of the secret by Muhammad Amin Man — ^no one knew about 
the plot Though it was ascertamed that on the mght which was pregnant 
with the catastrophe, Mir Jumla had, as his well-wisher, informed the 
Amir-ul-Umara, the latter had answered, “I suppose I am a melon that 
anyone may strike with a knife”, and so paid no heed Anyhow, on 6th 
Ubui Hijja, 1138 (9th October, 1720) m the second year of the reign 
when the camp was at Tora ® which is 36 current ('urfi) hos from Eathpur, 
Ttimad-ud-Uaula, on the pretext of nausea and upsettmg of his stomach, 
ahghted at the advance-tents {pesh^dna) of Haidar Quli Man, the 
head of the artillery {Mtr Aitsh) Husam ‘All Man (the Amir-ui-Umara)

after the Emperor had entered the female apartments turned back and 
■vras gomg m his palanqmn to his quarters When he came near the 
gate 1 of the enclosure {gidaJbar), kfir Haidar who was known, and was 
admitted to conversation, presented to the Aniir-ul-Umara an account 
of his case, and began to make a verbal representation of his miserable 
circumstances When he saw that Amir-ul-Umara was engaged m 
readmg his petition, he so qmckly and forcibly struck him with his 
dagger m the side that he was at once done for Nur UUah 2 ^an, the 
son of Asad UUah Khan known as Nawwab Auhya, who was accompanying 
on foot, killed Mir Haidar inth his sword The Moghuls ran together 
from every side and killed Nur UUah ^an, and cut off the head of the 
Amir-ul-Umara and took it to the Emperor As Husam ‘Ali Khan’s 
men, on arriving at the stage, had all taken up their places m ignorance 
of what was impending, they could not come to the spot m tune But 
Saiyid Ghairat 3 Khan as soon as he heard of what had happened, without 
waiting to collect men, hurried with a few foUowers and was killed 
Another party also strove vamly Later the body of the Amir-ul- 
Umara — ^which had lam m a dishonoured state, and the bodies of Ghauat 
Khan and Nur UUah Khan were, by the King’s orders after the recital of 
funeral prayers, placed on biers covered with gold brocade and directed 
to be conveyed to Ajmer and laid m the tomb of Amir-ul-Umara’s 
father, Saiyid ‘AbduUah Hian ^ 

It has been stated by some rehable men, that before this occurrence, 
a pious man beheld m a dream that the martyred 3rd Imam (Hnsam) — 
Peace be upon him and his ancestors I — ad^essod the Amir-ul-Umara 
and said “hala^a wa‘dala uca ghalba ‘addiicaJui Your tune is finished and 
your enemies have triumphed ” After the occurrence when a calculation 
was made, each sentence was found to form a chronogram,^ each bemg 
the other mverted Mir ‘Abdul Jalll Husainl Wasifi Bdgrami (Mercy 
be upon him I) composed a splendid elegy ® on Husam ‘ Ali It also 
contains a chronogram

innately complaisant, decided for the sake of removing the differences to 
confiscate Amber i as a royal possession, and appomted the above- 
mentioned Khan as the faujddr of that area Durmg this period Bahadur 
Shah started towards the Deccan for opposing Kam BakJish Kaja 
Jai Smgh and Maharaja Ajit Singh, without permission, left the victorious 
army for their homes, and havmg collected forces on arrival took 
possession of several of the royal tkdnas On perceiving this state of 
affairs, Saiyid Husam Hian reviewed the old and new forces, and with 
his three sons, Abu Sa'id Khan. Ghairat ^an and Hasan Khan, and his

^Sn and Saiyid Mas'ud ^an, proposed to fight m Amber But as the 
very large ant- and looust-hke hordes of fanatic Rajpfits created dis- 
turbances all over, the new recrmts of Husam Khan losing coinage took 
to flight Consequently the said ^an with a small army came out of 
Amber and faced Durga Das Eathor m the field of Kala Dahra The

He was the eldest son of Sidtfin Ahmad A‘zam Shahi lATien his 
father at the summons of Aurangzib mtended to proceed to the Court 
from the town of Qasur (south of Lahore) which is the native place of the 
l^weshgis, and died, Husam Hian’s two brothers, Bayazid Kian and Pir 
Khan, reached the Court and received offices But Husam jffian himself 
and the fourth brother returned to their accustomed abode and chd not 
trv at all to secure service Although he nommaUy held an office (manmb), 
yet he never stirred from his home, and what others obtamed by hard 
endeavours he received, m double and quadruple measure, by merely 
sittmg m his house He remamed rechned on the pillow of domimon of 
that coimtry and wath a large army and numerous followers unfurled the 
flag of I and not another He did not render any accounts to the 
government of Lahore, but sent them oSermgs of some thmgs which he 
took from their fiefs m that quarter And though he gave himself out 
as a mad man, yet he was prudent m biismess and paid proper respect 
to the holy family of the Saiyids He never made the least fadure m 
offering aU respects to the Saiyids He was specially devoted to a 
notorious devotee known as Batak,^ and did whatever he said He 
never refused him, and wlnle he was seated, every hour they brought 
him the news that the Miyan Sahib is well, and he responded by 
thanking God That devotee was called Muhammad Khan, and belonged 
to the Batakza’is Suddenly madness took possession of him, and he 
became violent For a long time he was kept with his feet chamed 
At last he got mto compamonship with Husam Khan

In his state of rapture he occasionally said true thmgs and this 
increased Husam ^an’s respect for him 

The Batakza’is are descended from Shaikh Batak, and he, according 
to all, was the son of Khweshgi Some make him the grandson of the 
Shaikh -id-Islam Shaikh Maudud Chishti, but accordmg to the disciple 
Wattu Shuriyani ^ Batak is sprung from Wattn He is known as the great 
Pir (Pir Kablr) Shuriyan was the name of his father who was the 
son of ^weshgi Batak had three sons, Wattu, Husam, and Khalaf 
The first was seized by the attraction of Bivme love He went forth to 
seek his teacher, and when after surmounting many difficulties he came 
to the town of Chisht (m ^urasan) he entered the service of Rhwaia 
Maudud Chishti, with whom Khwaja Mu'in-ud-Din Sanjari (the Ajmer 
Samt) — May his grave be holy! — is connected through two generations 
His wishes were gratified there, and he remamed long m the service of the 
samt He regarded that place as his real home, but when the Kbwaia 
died, Wattu retiuned to his native coimtry Many of the hiU-men, and 
all the Khweshgis and the Jamand^ (tribe) became his adherents One 
of his perfect disciples was ShaikJj Batak, who was his father s brother 
and one of the pious men of the age He (apparently Wattu) uttered a 
prayer m reference to him to the effect that tiU the Day of Judgment his 
descendants might be masters of knowledge and hohness Accordingly® 
many of this branch have been masters of perfection, and the clan is also 
known as the Pirzddagi 

They say, that Ifr Wattu’s dress was black, and that when Shaikh 
Batak attamed the highest degree of samthood, Wattu gave him his own 
clothes and adopted white for hmiself Hence it is that the Batakza’is 
regard everythi^ black as blessed while the Watuza’is regard it as 
unfortunate The standard of the Hhweshgis is black and white, m 
memory of the two samts 

In short, Husam ^an beat the drum of mdependence m the town of 
Qasur and its neighbourhood, and said nothing to the leading jagirddrs 
or to their inferiors but what savoured of arrogance and presumption 
At last Bahadur Shah came to Lahore and set up his abode there After- 
wards there occurred contentions among the royal prmces Husam 
&an did not refrain fix»m commotion and fightmg — which were mevitable 
at such a tune — and earned on his evil practices When m the beginning 
of Farrnkh-siyar’s reign the government of the Panjab fell mto the hands 
of 'Abd-us-Samad &an Diler Jang, he opened commimications of smceriti 
and harmony with the Khan and came to Lahore to mtemew h i m He 
also entrusted to him the faujddfi of Lakhi Jangal This only mcreased 
Husam’s arrogance and his turbulence was augmented When the 
governor perceived that Husam swallowed up the revenues of Lakhi 
Jangal, as he had done those of Qasur, and rendered no accounts and

He was the sister’s son and son-in-law of Mahdi Qasun a&ni In 
the beginning of his career he was a servant of Bairam ^an ^an- 
Hianan When in the second year of his reign Akbar, after the capture 
of Mankot, stayed four months and four days in Lahore for the arrange- 
ment of affairs m that provmce, and m Safr 966 A H proceeded to DeM, 
Husam ^an was appomted as the governor of Lahore One day he, while 
transacting pubhc busmess there, saluted a long-bearded Hmdu under 
the impression that he was a Muhammadan After that he passed an 
order that Hmdus should sew a badge ^ [Qhiydn) on then dress near the 
shoulder, and that, with a ka^sr under the first letter, is a yellow patch 
which the Jews used to wear on their shoulders for distinguishing 
themselves This m Hindi is called tukri Consequently he became 
known by the name of the Tukriya (the patcher) At the tune when 
Akbar became ahenated from Bairam &an, and the latter’s soldiers 
left him and jomed the royal stirrups m the town of Jhujhar, no person 
of influence remained with him except Husam ^an Tufaiya and Shah 
Quii Khan Mahram After Bairam ^an was overthrown, Husam ffian 
entered the Emperor’s service In the 11th year, when Mahdi Qasim 
Khan became disgusted with the government of Garh and went off by 
the route of the Deccan to the Hijaz, Husam ^an escorted hun for part 
of the way When, as he was returning, he came to the town of Satwas 
(not Santwas) ® m Malwa, the commotion of the rebel Mirzas took place 
Husam Khan was obhged to take shelter m the town along with Muqarrab 
Khan who was the TiyvMdr there When Muqurrab Khan hastily gave 
up the struggle Husam Khan came out and waited upon Ibrahim Husain 
Mlrza, but did not agree to take up service under him, though urged to do 
so In the 12th year, when Akbar proceeded to extirpate Khan Zaman 
Shaibani, he served under hun, and as there was then a brisk market of ap- 
preciation, and as the King was impressed by his courage, good service 
and zeal, he encompassed him with varied favours And though 
he did not know how to manage ® any comphcated affairs he was 
raised to the high position of an Amir and received the rank of 3,000 
Inasmuch as the world’s wme overthrows men, and a narrow capacity

the number of his followers — and which after his death was the seat of 
his younger son, Chandar Sen Durmg the siege of Chittor, Husam 
Quli ^an displayed great energy m pursumg Rana Udai Smgh, and

When m the 13th year, the officers of the Atka ^ail were summoned 
to the Presence from the Panjab, the government of that territory, 
which 18 one of the great domains of the empire, was given to Husam 
Quli Kban But on account of the emergence of the affam of Ranthambhor, 
he did not leave Akbar and acqumed glory by bemg attached to the 
stmrups of victory After the fort was taken and Akbar had gone to 
Agra, he obtamed leave to look after his estates In the 17th ^ yc^, 
he went to take the fort of Nagarkot which was m the possession of Raja 
Jai Chand, and whose son Badi Chand, after his father was imprisoned, 
regarded himself as his father’s successor, and behevmg the latter to be 
dead, became rebelhous When he came near Dhamturi^ Janu {’), the 
governor of the place became suspicious on account of his relationship to 
Jai Chand and withdrew But he sent agents and undertook to provide 
guides The ^an left a party of has men to form a guard {thanadarl) 
m the vfllage on the road and pressed forward When he came to the 
fort of Kotlah (or Kutdah) — ^which was a sky-high fortress — he discharged 
some cannon from the top of a hill which was over agamst the fort and 
terrified the besieged At mght they took to flight Inasmuch as this 
fort was formerly the property of Raja Anam Chand, the Raja of

bah), forty kos from Multan, he came upon them ■mthout warrung, and a 
battle took place between them Ibrahim Husain was defeated and 
fled to IMultan and ^luhanimad Husam ■with some compamons ivas 
seized Husam Quli Khan, m the ISth year, 981 A H , when Akbar 
retunicd to Agra after the conquest of Gujarat, and the officers came from 
all quarters to offer their congratulations, produced Mas'ud Husam inth 
his ojes sewn up and other prisoners dress^ up m the skms of cattle — 
from vhich the horns had not been removed They presented a strange 
apjK'arnnce The King out of extreme kmdness and gentleness caused 
the e^ es of the !Mirza to be opened and granted mam of the prisoners their 
h\es Husam Quli Kliau was raused to high office, and got the title of

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of the country, and to this rras kdded the domination of Da’ud the Af^an 
— ^who claimed the sovereignty of the country, and who now broke his 
treaty and again raised the head of commotion The officers at once 
left their stations and departed from the country As it is a leading 
prmciple of Akher that urgent matters should have preference to other 
affans, the Kmg hurriedly summoned ffian Jahan from the Panjab 
and made him the SiAaddr of Bengal He sent along with him Eaja 
Todar Mai, who was distinguished for courage and abdity, and who 
had done briUiant acts m the provmce The Bengal officers met gh»-n 
Jahan at Bhagalptir, and some of them objected about the chmate and 
were loath to return, while others made the difference of religion a 
pretext, and mdulged in foohsh talk &an Jahan, who had assumed 
the role of a veteran commander, did not jueld and by means of soothmg 
and kindness laboured to restore unanimity, and though most of the 
officers were Cha^ta’is and unwilling to submit to a Qazalbash (Persian), 
he, by a httle exertion, hberated GarhJ , which is the gateway of Bengal, 
and recovered the lost territory as far as Tanda He made constant 
endeavours to compose the disorders Da’ud Khan Kararani streng- 
thened Akmahal (Rajmahal) and planted himself m front of the royal 
forces There was a battle every day, but, though ffian Jahan and Eaja 
Todar Mai made great efforts, the work did not advance owing to want 
of zeal on the part of the men One day ^waja ‘AbduUah NaqshbancU 
went out from his battery with some followers and offered battle A large 
body of the enemy advanced to fight, and the ^waja’s compamons did 
not support him He, from nobihty of nature, stood firm, and played 
away the com of his hfe When this news reached Akbar, he was gneved 
and sent an order to Muzaffar ^an, the governor of Bihar, quickly to 
jom the Bengal army with the fiefholders of Bihar As soon as, m 
984 A^ , Muzaffar &an jomed with the Bihar troops, &an Jahan 
arranged his forces and made ready for battle By chance on the mght 
that was pregnant with victory, a cannon-ball from the imperial camp 
reached the chahdrpdy (bedstead) on which Junaid Kararani, Da’ud’s 
paternal uncle, was sleeping and broke his leg After that there was a 
hot engagement, and Pahar, the leader of the enemy’s nght wing, 
was wounded and fled The battle had not reached the centre when a 
stone of dispersal fell among the Af gh ans and they gave way and fled

famous ‘AUaml Shaikb Abul Fadl Durmg the time when, on appomt 
ment, be went to the Decoan, the mstiument of his compamonship 
became attuned with that of Hian-aanan Mirza ‘Abd-ur-Rahim, 
and, as a result, his fortune woke up from the sleep of forgetfulness!

already a reputation for knowledge and skill, he now wished to get one

Though Husam-ud-Din was busy with worldly affairs, he always 
spent his days m pleasure and sport, and never crossed the path of care 
and sorrou He was much skilled m music and could extemponse 
(verses) Though he did not apply himself to the acquisition of science, 
yet from frequent intercourse with learned men he was acquamted with 
every science so that at the time of exposition he was never at a loss 
He wrote beautifully with the handwntmg of a master, and was unequalled 
as a composer of distiches {q4'a namst) He was also much given to 
huntmg He had many children, and good sons The eldest, JCrza 
Ni‘mat Uhah, was the most famous of the brothers He was with 
Aurangzib when the latter marched to assume sovereignty, and after the 
accession he received the title of Suhrab ^an, and obtamed the rank 
of 1,600 with 400 horse, and was made faujddr of Balapur m Berar and 
went off to the Deccan He was always favoured on account of his 
services at the Court and m the provmces His son, Mrza ‘Aqibat 
Mahmud Sazawar &an, after having been the faujddr of Aland ^ and 
Tehnga, was appomted to guard the fort of Bidar, but on account 
of weak eye-sight he was removed m the tune of Bahadur Shah He died 
m Burhfinpur His son, Mir Nizam-ud-Din ‘Ali HusSm UUah ©an 
spent a long time as the governor of the fort of Dd^, and m the days of

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In the 13th 1 ear, it a"; roporfeod to the King that Prince Muhammad 
j\[u‘a7zam (Bahadur Shah), the Viceroy {Ndznn) of the Deccan, had, on

350 horse In the 41st year, he was agam peshdasi of Euh UUah Khan, 
the Khdn-i-Sdmdn In the 60th year, he had Muhammad added to his 
name, and was made Vakil of Shah ‘Alam On the death of Aurangzib, 
as ‘Azam Shah was displeased with him on account of this vakilship, 
Basalat Khan Mirza Sultan mterceded for him and, as it was shown that

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{Sar-i-Darbdr) brought forward the subject of petitions, and as the 
Emperor was also a man of learning, there used to be long conversations 
between them about theological subjects, and a hmt was given to the

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acceptable to Yamin-ud-Daula and fitted for royal favours When he, 
in oompahy mth 5§af Jah, waited upon Shah Jahan, he received a 
commission of 2,000 ^dt and horse and the title of Dahwardi ^an As 
he was mtimate with Mahahat Khan, he displayed great energy in the 
siege of Parenda Had the other officers equaUj'’ exerted themselves 
the fortress woidd have heen taken with ease In the 8th year, with an 
increase of 1,000 with 2,000 horse he was promoted to an office of 4,000 
with 4,000 horse, and became the governor of Malwa, m succession to 
Khan Daiiran When the King established himself at Daulatabad m 
the 9th year, an order was issued to Ilahwardi Khan who had gone with 
Shayista Khan to take the district of Sangamnir and Junair, to take the 
Nizam-ul-Mulki forts v hich were situated in the direction of the forts of 
Chandor ^ and Dharap Of these, there were six held by Sahu’s (ShahjI’s) 
men, two held by Bhojbal Nayakwari, and six held by other rebels 
Rehnng on these strongholds, they were stimng up the dust of dissension, 
and were oppressmg the weak Ilahwardi Khan 2 came first to Chandor 
and mvested that strong place, which was on the top of a hdl and was 
famous for its strength He took it by makmg great efforts, and the 
other stiff-necked ones, on seemg this, submitted First, Kanhar Rao ® 
the governor of Anjarayi asked for quarter and surrendered that strong 
fortress The &an, to concdiate the governors of other forts recom- 
mended him for the rank of 2,000 and gave him Rs 60,000 m cash from 
the treasury Then he besieged the forts of Kajna^ and Majna, which 
were connected with the fort of Dharap and got possession of both by 
treaty 

Similarly he quickly and easily got possession of forts Rola Jola, 
Ahwant 6 and others , all of them were built on the tops of hills The fort of 
Rajdihar,® where many of the relatives of Nizam Shah were, and who 
made great efforts to defend it, was taken m the course of two months 
He then addressed himself to the takmg of Dharap 7 which was noted 
for its strength and height In its strength it is not inferior to Daulatabad 
Bhojbal®, the governor of the fort, was so alarmed by the successive 
victories of Hahwardi ^an that he agreed for a man§ab of 3,000 and a 
lac of rupees to surrender this strong fort, which could not have been 
taken except with the aid of fortune, and to enter himself among the 
servants In this year many impregnable forts of the countrv came mto 
the hands of the imperial servants Accordingly Tahb Kalim wrote the 
verses

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In short the Hian m the 10th year took leave to take up the faujddrl 
of Baisuara i and Lucknow, and m the beginning of the 11th year when 
i\Iurshid Quli ffian/aiycZar of ]\Iathura died^ from a gunshot wound while 
attacking a village Hahwardi Khan obtamed the fief of that place 
and set out to pumsh the rebels In the end of the 12th year, he was 
raised to the high rank of 6,000 personal and horse, and became governor 
of Delhi in succession to Ghairat Khan Wlien in the 16th jear, Dara 
Slukoh vent to Qandahar with a mimbei of high officers to release that 
temtorj' on receipt of the nan's of the setting out of Shah Safi, the King 
of Persia, and returned from Aff^amstan on hearing of the death of the 
Shah — who died from natural causes m Safr 1052 A H (May, 1642 A D ) 
— Hlahnardi Khan accompamed ^ the force As various traits and

to a foreigner and an enemy was contrary to the rules of loyalty and 
deserving of capital punishment, but out of benevolence and generosity 
he was (only) deprived agam of his rank and jdgir and censured, and 
it was directed that he should be sent back without delay from Kabiil 
and he should stay m his own house m 'Delhi An order was also issued 
to the clerk at Surat to confiscate the horses and all the belongings or 
Ghulam Rida and to send him m chains to the Court so that he might meet 
with due punishment After he came, mquiry ® was made and it was

He states that Dahwardl Sian asserted his innocence and confirms it by ^ 
oaths, and that Fadd SSn, who inquired into the matter, reported that un 
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found that he had got the document by sending a forged letter uith some 
presents to the general of the Shah of Persia Accordingly in the 28th 
year Bahwardi KliSn uas restored at the request of the eldest Prmce 
(Dara Sliikoh), and became the recipient of ro3ml favours and received a 
mansab of 5,000 and the fief of Jaunpur in succession to Mukarram Khan 
Though during this tmie he ivas excluded from the Court for tiro years 
and 8 months and lived m retirement, he used to receive for his expenses 
70 lacs of dams a j'ear and at ever}’- j'early rveighment (of the King) he 
received a thousand Ashrafts According^ ^ up to the time of regammg 
Ins service he had received five thousand Ashrafis At the end of the reign

When the illness of Shah Jahan had lasted for a long time and various 
disasters happened m the kmgdom and Shuja' , the second son, behaved 
presumptuousl}' in Bengal and led an army agamst Patna Ilahirardi 
Khan vho was unable to oppose him, came to Benares and staj’^ed there 
till Shu]a‘ followed him The latter had recourse to fawmng and deceit 
and so prevailed on him, that this experienced grej'beard departed from 
his position and took the side of that rmned man, and never 2 ceased to 
help hmi After continual wanderings Shuja*, in the middle of Rajah

Shuja' on hearmg the news devised a plan, and spread untrue reports 
and returned to Akbarnagar He appomted men to surround Hahwardi 
Hian’s house, and to wait the signal for attack, and then sent Siraj-ud-Din 
Jabari, liis Divan, to brmg him (Hahwardi Khan) to him by promismg 
whatever maj- be necessary When on account of the return of Shuja‘ 
to the city (Akbarnagar) and of his false proclamations, the men who 
had jomed Hahwardi Khan grew lukewarm, the latter became helpless 
and aoceptmg the false promises and words set off with his son Saif Ullah 
m company with Siraj-ud-Din In this condition men of Shuja' attacked 
him and seized hun on the road, they bound their (t e of the father and 
son) hands behmd their backs as if they were cnmmals and led them 
before Shuja' outside Akbarnagar That wicked man set him upon an 
elephant and took him with him to the city (Akbarnagar) and there s 
put hmi and his son to death, and confiscated all his property

of rupees while the expenditure rose to one kror and fifty lac_s, and large 
sums were expended out of the general treasury (Khazdna-i- Amtra) In 
the be ginnin g of the prudent reign of Shah Jahan when a review was 
made of the mcome and expenditure and of the welfare of the country 
by the royal ofidcials, that wise ruler ordered that estates to the value 
of one kror and fifty lacs of rupees — ^which, according to an estimate for 
the whole twelve months, formed the fifteenth part of the (value of the) 
impenal domams — should be made Khalsa (exchequer or crown-lands). 
He upheld the allowance of a kror of rupees for fixed expenditure, and 
kept the balance for unforeseen (or contmgent) expenses Gradually,, 
that Monarch, by good management and good fortune mcreased the 
mcome from day to day The expenditure also mcreased, so that at the 
end of the 20th year, out of 880 krors of dams of revenue, 120 krors were 
assigned to the J^dl^a which, for the whole year, comes to three krors 
of rupees In the end the amount was nearly four krois, as has been 
stated (above) More extraordmary still, there were great mcreases m 
gifts and m‘dms and outlays upon enterprises and buildings For 
instance, m the first year of the reign a kror and 80 lacs of rupees m cash 
and goods and 4 lacs of bighas of land and the revenues of 120 vdlages 
were assigned to the Begams, the Prmces, the nobles, officers, Saiyids, 
learned men and Shaikhs At the end of the 20th year, 9 krors, 60 lacs 
of rupees were estimated for gifts {indms} i In the Badakhshan and 
Balkb expeditions, exclusive of 2 krors of rupees for pay and allowances 
{maicdjib) 2 krors of rupees were expended on necessary armaments. 
Two ffiors 60 lacs of rupees were expended on buildings Of this, 50 lacs 
were spent on the cemetery {Bau^a , — ^the Taj Mafial) of Mumtaz Slafial, 
52 lacs on other buildmgs m Agra, 60 lacs on the gardens and buddings of 
Lahore, 12 on Kabul, 8 on royal viUas [munazzahdt) m Kashmir, 8 m 
Qandahar and 10 on the buddmgs of Ahmadabad and Ajmer, etc. 
Nevertheless the treasuries, which boasted of being full durmg the fifty- 
one years of Akbar’s reign, and had now come to the condition of bemg 
without mcrease or dimmution, raised the cry of “Touch not” 
Aurangzib, who possessed moderation and caution, long strove to equahze

to the Deccan When klirza Gliazi died as governor of Qandahar, 
Khusrau Khan placed upon the Tarkhani masnad ‘Abdul ‘Ali a member of 
the fa mil y, and thought that he himself would be the real ruler As 
Jahangir suspected that ‘Abdul ‘Ali might, with the help of Khusrau 
Khan, become mdependent there, he sent & faimdn to ‘Isa Khan When 
the latter came to the Court to pay his respects, some envious people 
represented that ‘Isa had for a long tune put the horse-shoe m the fire 
{% e been plottmg) with the wish of becoming the ruler of the country, 
and that if he were now confirmed he might jom the governors of 
Kachh and Mekran and Hurmuz (Ormuz), who were near at hand and 
seek the aUiance of Shah ‘Abbas Safavi and that it would take a long 
time to redress the evils so caused The Kmg became suspicious and 
appomted Slirza Rustam of Qandahar to the government By his 
exertions the whole plant of the Tarkhans was uprooted from that country 
and Mirza ‘Isa was made jagirddr of Dhanpur m Gu]arat and appomted 
to that provmce When Shah Jahan after his failure left Smdh, and 
came* by the Rann and the country of Bhara ^ m Gujarat and returned 
to the Deccan, the Mirza had the good luck to present to him monej’’, 
stores, horses and camels, and so lay the foundation of good fortune for

Accordingly, after the death of Jahangir, the Mirza came to Agra 
and appeared at the Court He received an mcrease of 2,000 with 1,300 
horse and attamed the rank of 4,000 with 2,600 horse, and the government 
of Smdh But afterwards the administration of the country was, of neces- 
sity, given to Sher Khwaia who was styled Khwaia Baqi Khan, and the 
Mirza had to return from the Court without ga min g his object He received 
the fief of Mathura,® and, m the 5th year, the number of his troopers was

He was a descendant of the prmccs of that tribe He did good 
service under Hiunayun and ohtamed the title of &an at the beginning 
6f the expedition to India, and after the conquest he was appomted 
governor of Agra On the occasion of Hemu he left Agra and jomed 
Tardi Beg Khan in Delhi, and m the battle commanded the left wmg 
The imperial vanguard and left wmg defeated the right wmg of the 
enemy and pursued them, and ohtamed much phmder 3,000 of the 
enemy were slam At this juncture Hemu attacked Tardi Beg Khan 
and drove him mto flight The victors were astonished when they 
returned and had to follow Tardi Beg Iskandar Mian came to Sirhmd 
to Akhar, and was appointed to the vanguard of the army against Hemu 
along with ‘Ali Qiili j^an Zaman After the victory he was despatched 
to pursue the fugitives and to protect Delhi from phmderers He made 
haste and killed inany and ohtamed much booty He was rewarded by 
the title of Mian ‘ Alam 

When Miidr Khwaja Mian, the governor of the Panjab retreated 
before Sikandar &an Sur — who had designs against the country — and 
set about fortifymg Lahore, and Sikandar ^an takmg advantage of 
this opportimitv set about coUectmg revenue from the provmce, Akbar 
mstantlv gave Iskandar Khan Siyalkot, etc , m fief, and sent him off to 
assist ^dr Khwaja After that he was rewarded with the fief of 
Oudh As ease and comfort make the tiubulent and opportunists 
seditious, Iskandar Khan, m the lOth year, left the straight path and 
became a rebel Ashraf Khan was sent from the Court to concihate him and 
to bring him to the Presence He, after some prevarications, went off 
to ^an Zaman, and thev together raised the standard of revolt Iskandar 
Khan m company with Bahadur Khan Shaibani fought near Khauabad 
with Mir Mu' izz-ul-Mulk of Mashhad, who had been deputed by His 
Majesty to chastise him Though m the end Bahadur Khan ohtamed the 
victory, Iskandar Khan was defeated m the first attack and fled In 
the 12th vear when Khan Zaman and Bahadur Khan agam rebelled, 
Muhammad Qidi ^an Barlas was sent with a large force agamst Iskandar 
Khan, who was behaving contumaciously m Oudh There was fightmg 
between them for a tune When news came of the deaths of Khan Zaman 
and Bahadur ^an, Iskandar Ehan had recourse to fraud and stratagem, 
and proposed peace After spendmg some tune m this way he put his 
family and belongings mto some boats which he had kept ready for this 
purpose and crossed the river He sent a message that he was stdl of

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the same mmd and iras shortly coming in As his heart and his tongue 
were not in accord, the officers crossed the river and followed him He 
vent off to Gorakhpm, vhich was then in the possession of the Afghans 
and went to Sulannan KararanJ, the ruler of Bengal He marched m* 
company wth the latter’s son (Baj'azid) to conquer Orissa When he 
returned, tlie Afghans did not think that his presence among them was 
proper, and plotted agamst hmi He came to know of it and petitioned 
the Sian-Iffianan v ho was in Jaunpur The latter consulted His Majesty, 
and gnmg Iskandar Idian hopes simimoned him Iskandar Hian came 
quickly to the ffiian-ffiianan ffiian-Rianan m the 17th year, 979 AH, 
took him inth him to the Emperor, and at the mtercession of this 
offif’cr Iskandar Klinn v as pardoned, and received the Sarldr of Lucknow 
in fief At the time of departure he received a dress of honour {Chdrqah), 
a vaist-dagger, an ornamented swoid and a horse with a gdded saddle, 
and vas appointed to join the Khan-Khanan Some time after reachmg 
Lucknow he fell ill, and on 10th Jumfula I, 9S0 A H (ISth September,

appomted governor of Bihar In the 3rd year, he ivas made, after the 
death of Jahangir Quli Khan Lala Beg, the governor of Bengal As ^ that 
coimtrv had from the time of Sher Shah been m the possession of Afgdjan 
officers, large armies were sent there m Akbar’s time imder the leadership 
of high officials, and for a long tune there was much fightmg, etc At 
last the Afghans were extirpated, but remnants of the tribe contmued to 
exist on the frontiers Among them ‘IJthman Khan, the son of Qutlu 
Lohani, became prommont, and several tunes engaged m battle with the 
mipenal troops This was especially so in the time of Baja Man Smgb, 
who m spite of his efforts, was imable to uproot the thorn of ‘IJthman 
aSn’s rebelhon When Islam ffiian’s turn came, he arranged an army ^ 
under the leadership of Shaikh Kabir Suhja'at Khan — who was nearly 
related to him — and it set out along with auxdiary officers, from Akbar- 
nao’ar (Rajmahal) against ‘Uthman Khan and after achievements which 
put the masterpieces of Rustam and Isfandiyar mto obhvion — as has 
been fully detaded m the account of that officer (Text II, pp 830-833)—

had elephant-fights He was not particular about his dress and wore 
a skull-cap (Idqiya) under his turban He wore a shirt under his 
tumc From the dishes on his table 1,000 poor were abundantly fed, but 
first thev set before him bread of mill et (jxniar and bdjra) and vegetables 
(sdg) and dry rice called sdtkl 5 His spirit and hberahty threw the story 
of Hatmi and Ma'an mto obh’vion Durmg his government of Bengal 
he distributed 1,200 elephants to his man^abddrs (officers) and servants 
Altogether he supported 20,000 persons, horse and foot who belonged to 
the clan of Shait^izadas His son Ikram ^an Hushang was the child 
of Shaikh Abul Fadl’s sister For a while he held an appomtment m the 
Deccan In the end of Jahangir’s reign he became the governor of the 
fort of Asir A daughter of Sher Khan Tonvar hved m his house (i e was 
married to him) He did not get on with her, and her brothers took her 
away In spite of his descent from such a family he was an oppressor

Dauran ^ iSTa^rat Jang, governor of the Deccan ivas killed, Islam Khan 
at the Noiv Yeai’s feast of the 19th year obtamed the rank of 6,000 Dhdt 
and horse and the government of that province His brother, sons and 
son-m-law also had suitable mcreases and accompamed him 

They say, that when the new’s came of Iffian Danran’s death, Shah 
Jahan told Islam ^an to decide w’ho was fit for that government

his own name They said to bun “How’ can this be right ? The post

he, contrary to custom and rule, appeared at the Court with his sword 
girt on and with his shield The King asked him the cause of this, and 
he rephed that an order had been given to choose someone for the Deccan 
No one appeared to him to be smtable except himself The King 
approved and asked as to w ho should be made the Deputy Vazlr He 
said there was no better man for this than Sa'ad UUah ffian This was 
also approved When he was arranging for his departure Sa'ad UUah 
^&n was confirmed m the Vazdrat-x-hull (Chief Minister) AU perceived 
the good judgment and right thinking of Islam ^an In the 20th year, 
he was raised to the high rank of 7,000 with 7,000 horse 

When he came from Burhanpur to Aurangabad illness prevailed 
over him, and he perceived that it ivas the tune for his last journey In 
accordance with the advice of Chatr Bhoj, the writer on his ertabhshment, 
and Khwaja 'Ambar thsmut^addl (clerk) oihis jdglr, he burnt his records 
and clandestmely divided ^ his property among his sons and brothers 
and other persons of his household and sent a statement of Bs 26 ^ lacs 
to the King On 14th Shawwal of the 2lBt year, 1057 A H (12th Novem- 
ber, 1647 A D ) he died, and m accordance with his wiU he was bnned 
m Aurangabad The tomb and garden which were made, though old, 
remam m good condition to this day Khwaja 'Ambar remamed^ 
seated at the head of the tomb Shah Jahan heard of what had taken 
place (about the property), but, m consideration of his long service, 
overlooked the occurrence and promoted every one of his sons m accord-

Islam Khan had a fuU knowledge of the rational and traditionary

came to Baghdad to Murtada Pasha Muhammad craftily represented to 
him that Husam Pasha was m league with the Persians and that he pos- 
sessed abundant nohes and said, that if Murtada would come with troops 
and expel Husam and give the governorship of Ba^ra to him (Muhammad), 
all these riches would revert to him 

Murtada reported these suggestions to the Qaisar (the Sultan, of 
Turkey) and obtamed permission to go to Basra and depose Husam 
Pasha When the plan came mto operation and he came near B 89 Ta,

to settle it, or be responsible for the consequences When Sultan Muzaffar 
joined the rebels and the fire of sedition burst forth, I'timad Khan ivas 
compelled to hasten to Shihab-ud-Dm — who had gone off to Kari^ 
twenty Los from Ahmadabad — to induce him to turn back Though 
well-wishers said that he was making an easy task difficult by leavmg 
Ahm adabad when the enemy was withm twelve Los of it, their words 
were of no avail 

When Sultan Muzaffar learnt that the city was undefended, he 
came post haste and took possession of it He coUeoted a force and 
prepared for battle Before the engagement took place, most of ShEhab-

Hahlm — ^who had been appomted with a proper force to chastise Sultan 
Muzaffar and the Gujarati rebels — arrived He left I'timad Hian in 
Pattan and went forward with Shihab-ud-Din I'timad ^an was for 
a tune governor of the area tdl he died m 996 A H (1687 AD) He 
held the rank of 2,600, though the author of the Tabaqdi-t-Akhan^ 
makes him of the rank of 4,000. 

Shaikh Abul Fadl says that the Gujaratis are a pest composed of 
cowardice, deceit and dishonesty, but have certam quahties such as order, 
simphcity and humihty, and that I'timad Khan may be regarded as the 
prune example of this class

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1,000 and the title of Vakalat Hian In the tune of Jahandar Shah he 
was promoted, and when the turn of Muhammad Famikh-siyar amved 
he was included m the list of those to be killed But his old relationship 
with the Saijuds saved him, and he obtained the rank of ] ,500 and the 
title of Muhammad Murad ^an, and was entered among the yasdwah 
of the Tuzul (State messengers) When Muhammad Amin Hian the 
2nd Bakbshi was appomted to Malwa— so that he might perhaps prove 
an impedunent to Amlr-ul-Umara’s leavmg the Deccan — he delayed

and excluded him from the Court The Shaikh out of shame and pnde

The length of the country of Smdh ^ from Bhakkar to Kachh and 
Mekran is 267 los, its breadth on one side from Badin to Bandar Lari 
IS 100 los, and on the other from Chandu, one of the dependencies of 
Bhakkar, to Bikanir is 60 los On the east hes Gujarat, to the north 
Bhakkar and Sivi, to the south the ocean, and to the west Kachh and 
Mekran It is situated m the second climate and hes m the 
Longitude 102° 30' and Latitude 24° 10' Its Capital city formerly 
was Brahmanabad, at present it is known as Thatha and Dabih It is 
noted for its good chmate and abundance of frmts , verdure adds to the 
beauty of the landscape , love of ease and music are characteristic of the 
people and wme and music are to be found m every house The dress 
of the womenfolk whether old or young is saffron coloured Though 
education is widespread, and learned and intellectual men are commonly 
found, iniquity and debauchery are rampant Nobles and plebians go 
over to the tomb of the Pir of Patha (who is the patron samt of the 
country) situated on a high area at a distance of about a league from the 
city 'The Pir was a follower and successor of Shaikh Baha’-ud-Din 
Zakariya , his name was Ibrahim and title Shah ‘Alam In the north the 
mountains form several ranges, one extends to Qandahar, and the second 
from the sea-coast to the town of Kohmar (also known as Eamgar) and 
temnnates m Siwistan, where it is known as Lakhi This area is 
inhabited by an important Baluch tribe called Knlmani, and which can 
raise twenty thousand horsemen. A fine breed of camels is indigenous 
m the area A third range runs from Siwistan to Sivi, it is called Khar 
and is inhabited by a tribe called Tahmurdi that can raise a force of 300 
horse and 7,000 foot Next is another tribe of Baluch, known as Zahari 
with a force of a thousand men. A fine breed of horses comes from this 
tract A fourth mountam cham which touches Kachh on the one side 
and the Kahuani territory on the other, is known as Karah, it is inhabited 
by four thousand Baluchis From the boundary of Multan and Achh 
there run m the north to Thatha high mountam ranges inhabited by 
numerous clans of Baluchs, while m the south from Achh to Gujarat 
there extends a barren sandy mountamous tract , and also from Bhakkar 
to Nasarpur and Amarkot The people are dark and poor and are 
dependent on others for support In the wmter season there is no need 
of posfins (fur-hned coats), and the summer heat is moderate except m 
Siwistan Fruits of various kin ds are found and mangoes are specially

and BMli two is abundant and of good quality In the salt and iron 
mines of the area people can store curded miUc for as long as four months 
A species of fish knoivn as Palwah i which is unnvalled for its taste and 
flavour 18 also found theie This area is very rich m its produce of 
gram, and one-third of the produce is taken over as the revenue This 
area is divided into 6 sartdra and 63 parganahs, and the revenue is

Some assort that at certain tunes and under certam conditions he can 
render senseless any person ho looks upon, and then takes from this 
person somethmg rcsemblmg the seed of a pomegranate, whioh he conceals 
for a time m the calf of his leg During this tune the person, whose hver 
has been abstracted, remams unconscious And when they become 
hopeless of his rocoverj', he throws this seed on fire, and it spreads hke a 
plate This ( ? the roasted seed) os divided amongst his companions and 
eaten, and the unconscious victim dies He gives a portion of this food 
and teaches the mcantation to whomsoever he wishes to make a convert 
to the practice of this art And when he is caught practismg this art, 
they cut open his calf and extractmg the seed give it to the victim to eat, 
and ho recovers Most of the followers of this sect are women If they 
are thrown mto the river with a stone tied to them, they do not sink 
When it is desued to deprive any of them of this power, they brand 
both sides of his head and all jomts, and fillmg the eyes with salt suspend 
him for forty days m a subterranean ® chamber, and give him food withoirt 
salt, and some of them recite incantations over him During this penod 
he IS known as JDhahjrah * Although he has lost his power, he is stm 
able to recogmse (a liver-eater), and these pests are captured through 
his agency He can restore people to health by incantations, and 
by admuustermg certam drugs

further favoured with the grant of Rs 40,000 as a contnbution for 
expenses And m the 4fch year, on amval at the Court, he was exalted 
by an increase of 600 with 600 horse, and appointed as faujddr of the 
Lakhi Jangal And he was later transferred to Siwistan as the fanjddr 
When^in the Ilth year, Qandahar was conquered by the royal officers,

Din fflian Koka, and afterwards jom the Court In the 21st year his rank 
was 5,000 inth 5,000 horse, of which 3,000 were du-aspa and sih-ctspa 
(two-horse and three-horse) At the end of the same year the rest of his 
troopers were also made du-aspa and sih-aspa In the 22nd year Prince 
Muhammad Aurangzlb Bahadur went to Qandahar which was besieged by 
the Persians, but aocordmg to orders stayed m Kabul When m the end 
of the same year the King came to Kabul, Jaswant Smgh paraded 2,000 
of his troopers befoie him In the 26th year his rank was 6,000 with 
6,000 du-aspa and sth-aspa troopers, and this was mcreased m the 29th 
year, he also received the title of Maharaja As bis mamage with 
the daughter of Sarab Deo Sesodia had been arranged m the same year, 
he was permitted to go to Mathura and afterwards to his home at Jodhpur 
In the beginning of the 32nd year when news of improper movements 
on the part of Murad Bakbsh and of the departure of Pnnce Muhammad 
Aurangzlb Bahadur from the Deccan was received, Dara Shikoh in view 
of his own mterests appomted two armies to block the way of his two 
brothers The Maharaja had Ins rank mcreased to 7,000 with 7,000 home 
and was appointed governor of Malwa m succession to Shayista Hiau 
and received one himdred horses, one with golden trappmgs, an elephairt 
and a female elephant and a lac of rupees He arrived at Djjam, and 
though Aurangzlb endeavoured to oonoihate him he was haughty and 
resisted After fightmg and after some Rajputs had been killed and oth^ 
had Red, Jaswant Smgh thought himself lucky to have saved his hie

assist Shayista Klian m the Deccan In the 6th year he vas removed 
from the government of Gujarat and served for 2 or 3 years m the Deccan, 
partly with Shayista ^iin but chiefly with Prmce Muhammad Mu'azzam 
Avho had been appointed governor m the room of Shajasta jffian He 
exerted hmisclf to the utmost of his power m laymg waste Shiva’s country 
and m the end of the 7th ear ho came to the Comd. When m the 9th year 
the fnendship between the King and Shah ‘Abbas n of Persia changed to 
onnutA', Pnnee Muhammad Mu'azzam, uho had been apjxjmted to Kabul 
before the imperial army marched, was accompamed by Jaswant Smgh 
WTien neva came of the death of the Kin g of Persia, and the Prmce m 
accordance mth orders returned from Lahore, Jaswant Smgh also 
returned In the 10th year he went to the Deccan m attendance on the 
same Prmce, and m the 14th year he was made lhanaddr of Jamrud 
in the provmce of Afg^amstan In the 22nd year correspondmg to 
1089 A D (December, 1678) he died i On account of his wealth and the 
number of his followers he was at the head of the Rajas of India, but as

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Raja^ Rana Sanga -was one of his descendants He in 933 A (13 
Jumada 11) along with other Rajas brought together 100,000 horse 
and fought a battle with Babur and was defeated In 934 A H (1628 
A D ) he died, and Rana Udai Singh succeeded him 

In the 12th year of his reign Akbar proceeded to chastise the sons of 
Sultan Muhammad Mirza who were stnring up strife in Malwa When 
he came to Dholpur, he, in order that the turbulent elements of jilalwa 
might be thrown off them guard, observed 2 that many Rajas of India lind 
waited upon him, but that the Rana was still in the sleep of forgetfulness 
Now he would make a rapid march and punish him He turned to 
Sakat Smgh, the son of Rana Udai Smgh, who was one of his servants, 
and said May be that you oan render useful service in this case He in 
appearance agreed, but was alarmed and fled In view of this Akbar 
determined to punish the Rana He first established stations in fort 
Sivi 2 Supar and the town of Kotha and he also took the forts of Mandal 
and Rampur The neighhburhood of Udaipur was also devastated. 
Chittor was taken after a long siege The Rana hid himself m the folds of 
the bdls It appears that after some tune be died, and that Rana Pratap 
succeeded him Accordmgly, Abul Fadl writes m the Akbamama that in 
the 18th year when Kunwar Man Smgh after ohastismg the Zamlndar cf 
Dongarpur came to Udaipur, the Rana came out to meet him and put on 
with respect the royal robe of honoim He expressed hunself warmlj 
to the Kunwar and excused himself for his delay pa waitmg upon Akbar 
In the same year the Rana sent his eldest son Amra along mth Raja 
Bhagwan Das — ^who had come there from Idar — and he made use of 
many flattering words and promised that after purging his oflenoes ho 
too would oome and kiss the threshold He also had an interview inth 
Raja Todar Mai — who was coming from Gujarat — and exhibited much 
humihty Amra after coming to the Court entered the Eong’s sernoc 
In the 2l8t year Kunwar Man Smgh was ordered to chastise Rana Pratap 
and came to Mandalgarh After colieotmg his forces he marched to 
Goganda A great battle took place and the Rana was defeated and 
fled In the same year Akbar came there in person, and as the Buna 
had token shelter in the hills, a force was appomted to act against him 
and to bring ium and his eldest son to the Court Meanwhile, the rebcihon 
of Khusrau took pace and the Rana sent his younger son Bagha After- 
wards, ‘Abdullah Khan Rruz Jong, and then Mahabat Khan wore sent 
to pursue bun But there was no result At last m the end of tbc 
9th year Sultan Khurram was appomted to the task Ho establnhcd 
stations and pressed him so hard, that he had to submit and wait upon 
the Prmoe, and to give his oldest son Karan to accompany him Kunwar 
Karan received a robe of honour and a sword, and to subdue Ins savagorj

As m Jagat Singh’s hfetime it was rejxirted, that he had begun to 
repair Cbittor, although the agreement was that it should never be 
repaired, the Kmg appomted someone to mquire mto this matter When 
it was reported that one or two gates out of the seven had been repaued, 
Sa‘ad UUah &an was sent m the 28th j’^ear with a force to destroy the 
fort and to devastate the country Some parganas also were made 
imperial stations Rana Raj Smgh went to Prmce Dara Shikoh and 
represented his humihty, and agreed to send his son and heu and to

When m the 6th year Slahabat ^an besieged the fort of Daulatubiid, 
Nasiri ffian was appointed to assist him, and distinguished himself 
One dayman Zaman had filled a mine rnth seventy maimds of gunpov dcr, 
when it was fired, 28 * yards of the wall of 'Ambarkot and 12 \nrds of 
its bastion were blown up, and a wide path was laid open But on account 
of a ram of musketry and rockets by the garrison no one adinnccd 
Mahabat ^an wanted hunself to go forward on foot, but Nasiri Hiun 
said “ Such an idea on the part of a leader is contrary to all canons of skill 
I’ll go ” He cast the shield of Divine protection over Jus face and ran to 
the fort He passed through the arrows and bullets and fought intli 
sword and dagger The garrison, on seemg such devotion and zeal, 
after a short struggle, retued to the Mahakot (the great fort) And 
when that too was opened by a mme they surrendered and delivered up 
the keys Every one ® whom Mahabat ^an appointed to defend the 
fort rejected the task because there was no food m the fort, and hecauso 
durmg the four months of the siege they lind endured vnnous hardshij)'’ 
Nasiri Khan, who had 2,000 troopers in his service, nocepted the dut} 
from his great love of work, and in concert with Samd Jlurtada Khan 
supermtended the defence of the fort After the Bijapiir troops had 
followed the Commander-in-chief for some stages, they returned to Daulaf-

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brought up m the Prince’s (Aurangzib’s) service, and vas an intimate 
courtier and was respected In the 27th year he 'was displeased mth 
the Prince’s service and left him, and came from the Deccan with the 
intention of serving the Eing Shah Jahan gave him the rank of 700 
with 100 horse, but as the Smoe did not hke his departure, he m the 
30th year begged his father to give him the fatijdan of Hoshangabad 
Handia In this way he was drawn by favour mto the Deccan In

Bahiri and stayed for some days under Sambha s protection Though 
the news-wnters kept this back, yet Mir Xiir Ullah the son of Slir Asad 
TTlah the faujdar of Talner^ -^-ho was an audacious man and who 
rehed upon his being a Khanazad (house-born one) and on his influence, 
c-ommumcated all the details (to the Emperor), and mcreased the store 
(of displeasure) m the Emperor’s heart, and the craft and deceit of &an 
Jahan became apparent to all 

As the mflictmg of punishment on Sambha and the chastisement 
of Akbar both demand^ the attention of the Emperor, he, m the 
2oth vear made the Deccan his residence Khan Jahan was appomted 
to conquer the fort of Bamsij ® which appertamed to Gulshanabad 
(near Junanr). But though he made great efforts, he did not succeed 
on account of the watchftilness and ability of the governor of the fort 
who was an experienced Mahratta He was obhged to retire, and on the 
day of his march he set fire to the materials of the batteries which were 
composed of wood, etc , of which a great quantity had been collected 
The garrison came out on the battlements m great mirth beat then 
great and small drums and made nbald remarks When he came within 
three Jos of Aurangabad he was gratified by the receipt of a dress of 
honour, and was ordered to proce^ to Bldar without coming to pay his 
respects He was to take up his quarters there and to pursue Akbar

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•whenever he got news of ins movements When Akbar came awaj 
from Sambha and embarked on a vessel vnth the intention of going to 
Persia, j&an Jahan proceeded to chastise the brigands, and m the 27th 
year attacked them when they were at a distance of thirty Has lus 
vigorous proceedmgs their bands, which had been collected on the bank 
of the Kishna, were broken up, many of the infidels were put to the sv onl 
and their property was plundered In reward for this service ho reccn cd 
a comphmentarj’^ farmdn and his sons IMuzaffar Khan. Nasirl Klian. 
Muhammad Sami' and Muhammad Baqa received respectively the titles 
of Himm at Hian, Sipahdar ffian, Nasiri ^an and Muzaffar ^an, while 
his brother’s son and son-in-law Jamal-ud-Din Khan "vses granted the 
title of §afdar Khan. 

When Prmce Muhammad A'zam Shah proceeded to the siege of 
Bijapur, Khan Jahan was ordered to take up lus quarters at the iham of 
Aindi 1 m order to send supphes to the Piece’s camp Prom there ho 
was appointed m the end of the 28th year to accompany the Prince vho 
had been sent off to chastise Abul Hasan of Haidarabiid Ho wont 
ahead of the Prince “With 10,000 horse, and fought severe battles vith 
Khalil UUah Khan, the bead of the army and with Husnini Bog ‘ Ali Mardiin 
Khan, who with 30,000 horse was presumptuously opposmg the unpennhst 
forces One day the drums and trumpets sounded at early dav n, and 
for three pahars there was a hot market of warfare The gallant men 
passed from guns and bullets to fighting inth daggers and there voro 
heaps of slain on both sides In that battle his son Hmimat Khan was 
hard pressed, and though he sent a message to his father for help, the 
latter was so hemmed in by the enemy who surrounded bun hko a halo 
that he could not move a step At this time Parab ^ Rian, v ho v as 
called Hat Pathar (the stone-hand), whoso stone-liko hand was dealing 
bullets around, urged on his horse, and lance in hand, came in front of 
Khan Jahan’s elephant and cried out Where is the leader^ and v anted 
to pierce him 'with his lance Khan Jahan shouted I am the lender, 
and 'Without giving hun time to use his javelin s, cast him to the ground 
•with an arrow At last the predominance of the enemy was such that 
Rian Jahan was nearly being defeated Suddenly Aurangzib’s good 
fortime displayed itself in another form, a raging elephant came among 
the enemy from the ICmg’s side and caused their horses to rear up Tvo 
or three leading men were overthrown, and the Haidarabud troops took 
to fliglit They were dnven off in spite of repeated onsets

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IS the chronogram of this battle, and of the ruler’s shuttmg himself up 
in the fort of Golconda As m reahtv the Prmce and &an Jahan did not 
■wish to destroy Abul Hasan, and their first and foremost desire ivas that 
there should be peace, and that Aurangzib should forgive his offences, 
though his Ignorant officers urged him on to battle, they restramed them- 
selves, and Ignored the attacking and plundermg (of the city) This 
vieir mcreased the Emperor’s displeasure, and he summoned Khan Jahan 
to his Presence As he had been the King’s playmate and m addition 
had the relationship of fosterage — ^vrhich is a strong tie — and iras also 
proud of his skiU and knowledge of affans — especially m Deccani matters

about the leavmg of a palanqmn Khan Jahan was allowed to leave so 
that he might restram ^s men When he came out, he, m his insolence, 
told his men to go and loot Mu'azzam j&an’s bazar This added to 
the King’s displeasure, and he became more vexed ■with him than ever 
He resolved to break his presumption and whenever he was appomted to 
anv provmce he was removed before he could benefit bv the harvest, 
and all his financial 3 arrangements were upset 

In fine, m the end of the 29th year he was sent ^ off to pumsh the 
Jats and the sedition-mongers of the Agra pro^vmce, and received a present 
of two krors of dains With the exception of Himmat Khan, who was 
appomted to manage the affair of Bijapur, his sons were sent ■with him 
As that difficult task could not be accomplished ■without a large army 
and much effort, Prmce Bidar Bakbt the eldest son of Muhammad A'zam 
Shah was also appomted to this expedition Afterwards by the excellent 
exertions of the Prmce, and the management of Khan Jahan, Baja Bam 
Jat the leader of the rebels was kiUed by a bullet m 1099 A H (1688 A D ) 
The Prmce destroyed Sansani and other places which had been founded 
by Baja Bam and became the controller of that country Khan Jahan 
■was sent ^ to the government of Bengal, and m the 23rd year was made 
governor of Allahabad In the 34th year he was made governor of the 
Panjab In the 37th year he was summoned to the Court from Lahore 
After that he did not go anywhere else a'way from the Court, till

(maJifils) were superb Scarcely an}n[)ne but he could express an opmion 
He spoke openly what he wanted, and others could only answer by 
assent He did not like much talking The chief things discussed 
m his company were prose and poetry, swords, jewels, horses, elephants 
and aphrodisiacs ® He was a good judge of physiognomy One day, 
when he was governor of the Deccan, he said to Amanat ffian lEr^ 
Mn'in-ud-Din the great grandfather of the writer of these hnes who at 
that time was the chief Divan of the Deccan ‘ The King at the tune of 
grantmg me leave said “If you hear that Muhammad Mu'azzam 
mtends to rebel, accept the statement, even though he takes- no 
step towards domg so, but if such a report be spread about Muhammad 
A'zam, beware of crediting it whatever he may do , and Muhammad 
Akbar is a child ” But (said Khan Bahadur) from my knowledge of 
physiognomy I can say that none but he will tread this -wrong path ’ 
At that tune there was not the least sign of Akbar’s becoming a 
leader, nor any report of it After six months this untimely flower 
blossomed, and the discernment of Khan Jahan proved to hem accordance 
with facts His haughtmess and dommeenng spirit brought him mto 
collision with a Kin g like Aurangzib who trusted to his own gemus and 
did not have regard for others Hence 7 it -was that at last he was without

In the end ° of his days he showed the King m his haU of justice 
a small, round porcelain water-pot {dftdba) and said it had belonged to 
Moses — Peace bo upon him 1 Aurangzib looked at it and gave it to the 
Princes Mutiammad ^Iu‘izz-ud-Dln and Muhfimmad Mu'azzam There 
were tw o Imos resembling some writ mg engraved on the neck of the vessel 
The Prmces said “This should bo Hebrew” Bahadur exammed the 
letters and said, “I know nothmg about its bemg Hebrew-Ebrew' — 
(‘Ibrdnl mabrdnl) , some vendor put these marks on it ” The King said 
“ They are letters, the porcelain is not bad ”

Lodi, on account of a suspicion which had arisen m his mind, fled from 
the Capital, Abul Muzaffar was appomted, along with ffiiwaja Abul Husain 
Turbati, to pursue him In his alacrity he went off that same night 
without waitmg for his leader and at six ghans of the day came up with 
Khan Jahan Lodi on the banks of the Ohambal near Dholpur, and faced

the IWce spoke of him as his child (farzand) After the Prince’s death 
he m his twentieth year entered mto the service of Jahangir and became 
^speoial favoOTite ^ Ihrst, he obtamed the rank of 3,000, and the title 
of ^^abat Khan and shortly afterwards received the high title of aSn 
Jahan and the rank of 6,000 In pomt of mtimacy and the mflaence of 
his words he had no rival, and Jahangir ordered that he should have a 
seat m the Ohtisl^ana He repeatedly took him mto the female apart- 
ments, and wished to many him to a relation of the royalty, and to give 
him the title of Sultan Jahan He represented that the title of 
Sultan was reserved for prmces, and that sitting m the Kmg’s presence, 
and entering the female apartments were also their privileges, and begged 
that he might be spared such ceremonials, and also that the proposed 
connection with the royalty might not take place They say that 
Jahangir did not msist on the relation of master and servant between 
them, and treated him as a friend But he did not withdraw himself 
from service and did not extend his foot beyond the proper hmits When 
Prmce Parviz was appomted to the Deccan, along with Raja Man Smgh 
and Sharif Khan the Amir-ul-Hmara to assist fean-j^anan, the work 
did not make much progress, and m the year 1018 AH (16Q9 AD) 
Khan Jahan was sent with 12,000 horse to assist the impenahsts At 
the time of his departure, the Blmg descended from the pubho and private 
jMroJca and placed his own turban on ^an Jahan’s head, and took his 
hand and set him on his horse An order was passed that as he went 
he should beat his drums On one side the King, and on the other Kban 
Jahan mdulged m unrestramed weeping on account of the impending 
separation At every stage presents for him arnved from the King 
Khan Jahan did not delay m Burhanpur but proceeded towards Balaghat 
where the imperial camp was A great battle took place at Malkapur 
with Mahk ‘Axnbar The Hindustani (i e up-country) soldiers, who did 
not know the Parthian ^ tactics of the Deccan, went on rapidly and 
suffered much loss After that ^an-Hianan came, and treated him with

governor The royal officers all gathered round him and many of them 
said, “If you wish to fight, we aU shall help you” When they saw that 
Khan Jahan had not made up his mmd, and that they would have a bad 
name to no purpose, they turned away from him and went off to the 
Presence (of Shah Jahan) And Khan Jahan when he perceived that Shah 
Jahan had marched by Gujarat and that all the officers and Rajas from 
aU quarters had appeared before him — and it became apparent that the 
accession of Dawar Bakbsh was onlv a ruse, and was an adumbration 
of Shah Jahan’s sovereignty arranged by Asaf Khan, he saw that what 
he (Shah Jahan) had done was proper (i e m sending Jan Nithar ^an 
to inm, etc ) But as the opportumty was gone, what was the good of 
repentance ! He sent his ValdJ to the Court and after the accession sent 
a tnbute along with a coronet {sihra) of pearls Shah Jahan, who was 
a world of knowledge and graciousness, ignored his evd behaviour and 
made i him governor of IMalwa In the 2nd year when he came to the 
Court after having settled the punishment of Jujhar Bundela, though 
all the Amirs did not receive him as in the time of Jahangir, yet the Bang 2 
in order to please him sent away to Delhi ^ Mahabat Khan — ^who had 
become Khan-Khanan. and was always lordmg over everybody — and 
bowed his head to no one But

night, in the Darbdr, Mirza Lashkarl i the son of Mukihs"" Wifin said m 
his hotheaded way to the ffian Jahan’s sons, “Today or toniorroir thoi ’ll 
imprison your father” When these idle irords, irhich had no trace' of 
the truth, reached ^an Jahan, he, by reason of his seeing tliat lie u ns out 
of favour, fell into confusion and suspense and confined himself to his 
house Shah Jahan sent Islam Khan to him and ashed for an explanation 
He, being dominated by apprehensions, represented the alienation of the 
Kang’s favour from him, and prayed that he might be favoured inth 
a letter of security (arndn-ndma) m the King’s ovm liaiid Shah Jahan 
sent him such a letter and Yamin-ud-Daula Asaf Khan synipathoticalli 
said to him, “If you are to become a hermit, it is proper that n e all should 
today become your compamons” As the materials for his fall and nun 
were apparent, he could not he reassured, and after the manner 2 of 
timid traitors suspicion augmented his suspicion

On account of the delay of the royal army for a mght 2 and a 
day Khan Jahan crossed the river He then entered the jungles of the 
country of Jujhar Bundela He took unfrequented ways and proceeded 
to Gondwana Bikramajlt the son of Jiijhar 3 ignored his coming, 
otherwise he could have apprehended him Khan Jahan reposed for 
a tmie in LanjI and then went by Berar to the country of Nizam Shah 
Balilid ^an l\Iivana the jaglrddr of Balapur, and Sikandar Dutani jomed 
hmi Nizam Shah regarded his commg as a great gam and received him 
with much cordiahty and pitched his tents outside of Daulatabad

They say that on the day of battle he was sitting m his palanquin 
smolong and that ‘Aziz Hian his son said to him, “If you want to give 
battle you should moimt jmur horse and attack, otherwise why are you 
ruimng the world ^ ” He rephed, “Do you beheve that we shall prevail 
over the royal army Alas 1 It has God-given Fortune I wish that 
by these strugghngs of a slaughtered ammal an atonement may be made, 
and that there may be some hope for you, and that I may go to Mecca ” 
These words of ^an Jahan caused the dispersal of the Afghans who had 
come from Upper India with the idea of obtaimng the sovereignty (of 
India) When the rams came, ^an Jahan took up his quarters m the 
village of Rajauri fom ins from the town of Bir, and m the slope of the 
hills When the rams ended, Muqarrab ^an the leader of the Nizam- 
Shahi armv and Bahlul Khan on the approach of the army of A'zam Khan 
withdrew to Dharwar from Jalnapur Darya Khan Rohila had not 
jomed (Hian Jahan) when A'zam ^an saw his opportumty and set out 
from Devalgaon and crossed the Godavari, and from Manjhaligaon fell 
upon ^an Jahan who had not more than 400 horse Khto Jahan prepared 
for the battle and sent off his women to the hills, and came out to fight 
When he reached the highlands of RSjaurl an engagement took place 
between Bahadur ^an Lodi, the brother’s son of Khan Jahan, and Bahadur 
Khan Rohila Brave deeds were done on both sides, and though Bahadur

ship, and at the adince of Darya Khan Rohila, Aimal Hian Tarin, and 
Sadr Khan formed the plan of gomg to the Panjab so that he might stir 
up commotion there Avith the help of the Afghans He came from Daulnt- 
abad to Antur and passing by Dharangaon ^ and Amba Patar 
proceeded toAvards MalAva. ‘Abdullah Hian Firuz Jang and Sanad 
Muzaffar Khan Barah pursued him He Avas unable to halt He 
continued his march, plundering as he Arant Near Saionj he seized 60 
of the royal elephants and entered the Bundela territory so that lie nught 
reach Elalpi Bikramajit the son of Jujhar Bundela to amend his former 
fault attacked the rear Avhich Avas commanded by Darya Hian, and in 
that struggle Darya ®an iras lolled Man Jahan iras grieved at the 
death of such a compamon and continued his march 'When lie came to 
the territory of BhanderS, Samd Muzaffar Man Barah of the ICing’s 
vanguard nearly caught him up Khan Jahan sent on his family, and 
AVith 1,000 horse engaged in hot battle His son Mahmud Khan and man} 
others Avere killed Man Jahan Ava-s helpless and turned his rem When 
he came to Kahnjar, Saiyid Ahmad the goAernor of the fort barred his 
passage In that fight his son Hasan MS-n avos made prisoner 
Jahan Avent on, a doomed man, some tAventy los more, and halted at 
the bank of a tank at Sahinda® He said to his men, “The roA'al arm}' 
does not cease from folloAvmg us and is close upon our heels Hoa\ long 
shall I fly * All our relatives and clansmen have been killed I too am 
satiated Avith hfe There is no remedy save death Wlioevcr Anshes, 
may leave ” He distributed to them Avhatever (property) remained 
Many Avent off on 1 Rajah (24th January, 1631 AD), the others adi nncwl 
Avith firm foot and engaged Saiyid Muziaffar Khan Barah At last 
Jahan dismounted along inth his son ‘Aziz Man, Aimal Tarin, 
and Sadr Khan, and fought with sirords and daggers ns long ns tliero avis 
hfe in their bodies He fell to the ground from an arroA\ (bullet ) 
of Madhu Singh ‘Abdullah Man Zakbmi (the irounded) sent his hr ad 
to the Court, and it Avas shoAvn to Shah Jahan Avhilc ho Arns taking an 
airing m a boat on the Tapti in Burhnnpur In accordance vifh Jus

In their accounts of lOian Jahan contemporaries have added too 
much or stated too httle Some maintain that m reahty he had no mten- 
tion to rebel All that happened was done in self-defence (Ui 7 (d ddri) 
Others say tliat he was a born rebel and lecalcitrant, and observe no 
bounds in their abuse of him Leavmg aside the words of his detractors 
and panegyrists, what comes out from his history is that he was a straight ^ 
and honest man He was not a tune-server or a double-faced person 
The blows of circumstance had not touched him The word of check 
had not reached his ear, and all out of envy were lying in wait for him 
The King of India (Jahangir) with all his glorj and grandeur was 
enamoured of him Out of pride and imconcihatorv nature of his tempera- 
ment he did not bow his head to heaven or pnnee (fahl 0 mallal) 

One day Shah Jahan apropos of something said to Saiyid ^an 
Jahan Barah, “This title is of a man from whom we and all the pnnees 
desire to receive attention, but he out of contempt says nothmg to 
anybody” AH at once the jugglery of the heavens produced a new 
world, and there was a new arrangement on the carpet of umverse 
His distinction and mtimacy no longer existed Men who had not been 
admitted^ to^iis presence claimed to be his equals, or rather they raised 
their heads above him The exhibition (by him) of some disrespectful 
actions — which were regarded at the Court as sedition and rebeUion — 
produced the result that every want of attention was regarded as an 
affront, and every idle word as the sound of banishment Moreover 
he was jealous and proud, and far from affable He felt out of place,

He was from Haidarabad, and one of the mihtarv Shaikbzadas of the 
Deccan He had an abundant share of courage He became an Aimr 
under Abiil Hasan the ruler of Telingana (Golconda) He acquired a 
name for leadership and militan skill At the time of the siege of 
Golconda he was at the head of the Qutb-Shaln troops and engaged 
the imjicrial forces outside the fort One daa he had an encoimter on 
the top of a battera wath Klian Firii? Jang, and there was a great fight 
Though the imperialists tried to earri off the corpse of one of their men, 
thev did not succeed ami the other sule earned it off along with some 
bodies of their own men 

VTlien Fortune and the happv star turned away from Abul Hasan and 
eiery da\ tlure were increasing signs of misfortune, he departed from 
lo\alt\ to him and attached himself to the threshold of Aurangzlb 
Wlien the principal servants of Abul Hasan, out of cupidity and in the 
hope of attamim: offices, throw the dust of unfaithfulness on their heads

from Raheri to the fort of Khelna, and after making an agreement with 
them and satisfying himself about the victuallmg of a fort, had gone to

m accordance mth the order made over the bhnded Sultan Shahnjar,

account of the predominance of Salabat ^an the Circassian, to Fathpur 
and entered Akbar’s service He obtamed the rank of 1,000 and received 
promotion at the Court But m the 32nd year, 995 A H , he lost favour 
on account of improper behaviour between him and his servants at a 
royal assemblage, and which was the result of his want of tact, and non- 
appreciation of digmties When Pattan Gujarat was assigned as his fief 
he went off there to look after it and died m 997 A H (158^8-89 A D ) 

They say, that one day Shaikh Abul Pad! invited him to a feast 
There were many Amirs present As the Shaikh had provided abundance 
of viands, and there was great variety and much splendour m accordance 
with his lavish ways, there were placed before each of his servants nine 
dishes, a plate (Jxxngar] of mutton-hirydn 3 and one himdred loaves Before

^lultnn and the Pnnee s standards reached Siwistan Din Muhammad 
mthdrew his head from obedience and did not wait upon the Pnnee 
At last after swearing on the Qur’an he summoned Din 5luhanmiad and 
two of his relatives After the three had come, he drew up an armv to 
bmd and brmg those who had remamed behind mth their wives and 
children Tar Muhammad the younger brother of Din ^Inhammad 
qmcldv sent his family into the inaccessible parts of the hills and prepared

m Muhammad Famikh-siyar’s time he received the title of audn}‘ar 
&an and a man§a'b He died m the end of that reign Among his 
descendants there were two prmcipal ones — Shaikh Hur Muhammad and 
Shaikh Da’ud Eor some time there was strife between the two brothers 
At last Shaikh ISliir Muhammad prevailed and sat m his father’s place 
He made peace with his brother and assigned him a part of the estate 
Shaikh Hur Muhammad received from the Coiud his fathers title of 
^udayar Khan, and had a man§ah His power exceeded that of all his 
predecessors His pomp and grandeur reached the Inghest pomt, and 
he brought most of the zaminddrs under his power In the earher lears 
of his ride he fought severe battles with the Da’udputras — the Zaminddrs

did good service, and cut off the head of Ba kjbtivar Hhan and brought 
it to him The Prmce as a reward for this service made over that countn' 
to them ‘Abdullah Hian Barauhi the nder of Kalat^ — ^which is a strong 
fort between Smdh and Qandahar — ^was always making attacks on 
^udayar fflan’s terntory, and every year levied a tnbute ^iidavar 
Khan m the year 1143 A 'H (1730-31 A D ) proceeded against 'Abdidlnh 
Khan, who was imique for courage He came out of Kalat with a small 
force and having crossed the boundaries of his terntory. Diet the enemv

news of Nadir Shah’s amval at Dera GhazI ^an — ^which is 30 los from 
I\Iultan — reached j&udayar Khan, he decided to retire from his own 
temtones He went off to deserts and sandv places which an^armi 
could not traverse His intention was to return after Nadir Shah left 
Smd With this design he marched from Khudaabad and Siwistan with 
aH his famdy and the tnbe of Kalhora and his Sarddrs and came to 
Amarkot which is a strong fort On hearmg this Nadir Shah made a 
rapid march and came to Amarkot ^udayar Hian saw no remedy but 
to submit and came and waited upon Nadir Shah After N adir Shah had

He was an Uzbeg quruqchi i His ancestors were men of wcaltli 
and power in Turan, and always held tbeir heads high through their 
rank and wealth They also had a name for bravery He too possessed 
this quahty When he earned to India, he was greatly favoured bv 
Jahangir and promoted to a high ofSce As marks of sense and ability 
were apparent m him he was made faujdur of Delhi 3 and Namol which 
are hotbe^ of strife and sedition They say that he had 400 plumed 
{qarquTttdar) Uzbeg troopers mounted on Turkish horses, they were all 
brave men In carr 5 ang out the duties of this magistracy, he did not 
neglect one iota of what was necessary for puttmg down the disturbers 
of the peace He cleared the country of the weeds and rubbish of rebels, 
and was applauded by the Court Wken m the 8th year of Jahangir’s 
reign, Ajmer became the abode of royalty, the heir-apparent (Shah 
Jahan) was sent with an army against the Rana and Khusrau Be was 
enrolled among the auxdianes, and did good service The Prince loaded 
him with favours, and his rank and influence were increased The Prince 
wrote a recommendatory letter about him to the Court When Shall 
Jahan by the strength of his good fortune established thdnas in the hillv 
country of the Rana, ^usrau Be was appomted to do the thanaddr’s

B Isfandiyar died m 1053 A H (1643 AD) He was the son of Arab JUinam 

mad and brother of Ahiil GhazT 
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of tlic revenues and the settlement of Transoxiann and had been content 
■vvith the name of Wian !Nadhr Muhammad non ealled upon them for 
the paMuent of the re^enues of Imam Quli’s time That contumacious 
and independent tribe nere aimoyed and resolved to get rid of Nadhr 
Muhammad and his son * He received a hmt of their umon and resolved 
to throw a stone of separation in their midst He appointed each of them 
to a different place He gave Samarqand and its dependencies to ‘Abdul 
‘Aziz and appointed Beg Oghli as his guardian and ^iisrau Beg as his 
Dhan Tashkand - and its dependencies he gave to his third son Bahram 
and appointed BaqI Yuz as lus guardian He appointed Nadhr Be, 
the guardian of Imam Qidi Khan — ^nho had great influence among the 
Ozbegs and n horn he regarded as the chief of the sedition-mongers m the 
government of BalkJj Qanduz, winch is the capital of BadakLshan, 
he gale to Khusraii Sultan Kahuiard and its dependencies and the 
Hazarajat — ^wluch had long belonged to Ilangtosh — he took airay m spite 
of the fact that no faults had been committed and made them over to his 
fourth son Subban Qull, and made Tardi ‘All Qatan his guardian He 
also resumed manv fiefs and made them renumerative He also resumed 
many old Jilodnd-i-ina'dsh ^ (subsistence-allowances) tenures and 
Suyurgtdh on pretext of the grants having been forged, and took 
possession of them hunsclf 

Inasmuch as his doniimon had come to an end, and his fortune 
was proceedmg to a fall, he, for some reasons, annoyed the Khwaias of 
Turan, whom everybody whether high and low, regarded wnth respect, 
and with this design he made ever-s pasturage gurg (i e , reserved) for 
his oivn cattle and would not allow these to be used by any one else 
Consequently all the people became disaffected Though ‘Abdul ‘Aziz, 
his son and heir, tried to induce him to make, hke Imam Quli, Bokhara 
his headquarters, and to give hmi Balkb, 2\adhr Muhammad refused on 
the ground that he had spent forty \ ears m Balkh, and the chmate agreed 
inth him, and it was disagreeable for him to leave the place and the 
treasures accuniidated during so many years He also annoyed his son 
by thwartmg him m lus designs, and in the non-re cogmtion of truth he 
shut his e\ es to the wishes of the leaders of Balkb — ^vrho during a long 
period had not omitted the smallest office of loyalty, and were naturally 
expectmg favours and graciousness He also disregarded aU the precepts 
of skill and caution and when anv one of lus well-wishers gave him a 
secret hmt about the disaffected, he m lus shallowness divulged the 
matter and thus ashamed and discredited lus informers At last the 
whole of Turan and aU the Turamyans suddenly broke out mto rebelhon 
and beat the drum of opposition, and recited the Khiitba of Transoxiana 
m the name of ‘Abdul ‘Aziz, while the Almanan, who were lookmg for an 
opportumty, proceeded to pillage and destroyed many establishments 
(Larlhanajat or manufactories) At last Nadhr Muhammad came to an 
agreement with his son that he himself will keep the government of 
- Transoxiana, while that Balkb and Badakbshan will belong to ‘Abdul

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Aziz, and that tb^e should be peace But on account of the double- 
^de^ess of the Uzbegs, and the insolence of AlmanSn he iras in dailv 
fear of his life and property He left off hunting and for a time shut 
himself up in the fort of Balkb When Jahangir died, and his heir Shah 
Jahan Tras far off m Junair in the Deccan, Nadhr Uluhamniad thou'^ht 
the field was empty and in his hot-headedness and arrogance led a larsie 
army to conquer Kabul Though it did not succeed, and he had to 
make a shameful letreat before the pressure of the motonous imperial 
troops, yet he stretched out the hand of oppression orer the uihahitauts 
of the towns and districts, and every place that the tJzbegs found 
unguarded was plundered From that time it was impressed on Sliah 
Jahan’s mmd that it was necessary, according to the verse

That an army should be sent to Balkh and Badakbshan and that the 
ancestral properties should be recovered On accoimt of other occupa- 
tions (m India) this design could not be carried out At this time when 
spontaneously theie arose confusion m the country, and the Alman 
infidels hghted the flames of oppression and by sla}nng the good and 
noble, and dishonouring their famihes made themselves deserving of 
condign punishment, Prmce Bfurad BakJjsh ^ uas sent off inpidly in the 
19th year with 50,000 cavalry to conquer the country and to punish 
the unruly tnbes When the Prince had traversed the pass of Till and 
came to the plam of Sira * the Ozbegs and Almanan, who had ravaged tlie

receive him and place him near the maenad and showed him various 
attentions and kindnesses He made hiin various presents, including 
Rs 50,000 m cash and sent him to the Court Marhaniat Khan 3, the son 
of Sadiq Khan deceased, was sent finm the Court with four Arab and 
Persian horses with gilded saddles and valuable cloths from among the 
choice fabrics of India, together with a palanqum and chahar dfili (litter) 
with silver poles and velvet hnmg for his ladies, and two complete 
advance-tents ^ and directed to brmg him mth all honour to the Court 
On 29 Babi‘ 11, 1056 A H , when he reached Kabul, the officer in charge 
Sa‘d UUah ^an and BEr Jalal 8adr-v§-8iidur wont out to meet him and 
paid them respects His request to be allowed to wait upon the Emperor

Ho showed lum various favours and presented hmi with Rs 50,000 m 
cash and gave lum a man^ab of 6,000 inth 2,000 horse The house of 
Klian Dauran Bahadur witli caipets and other splendid furmtiue vas 
assigned to him His son Badl* Sultan, who was inth him, received an

Khwaja Jahan was censured and the royal Grand Seal — which was the 
msigma of his office — ^was taken from hun, and he was dismissed to the 
Hijaz Later, on the intercession of the courtiers, the Khwaia’s offences 
were forgiven In the 19th year, 981 AH, when the royal standards 
advanced to take Hajipur and Patna, the Khwaia owing to mdisposition 
remamed in Jaunpur When Akbar returned victorious to Jaunpur

It IS veil known that one dav the lung was leading a report ivliich 
contained some secret information Before the lung had spoken of it, 
the contents were reported to him, and an inquin was made as to how 
they had been dmilgcd At last the lung concctly and with conviction 
said that Liitf UUali Mian must hare done this Afterwards it became 
known that the I^aii had from behind (Aiiiangzib) understood (read)
